UV radiation is a mutagen (damages DNA) that ac- 
celerates aging and decreases longevity. During the 
peak hours of noon to 3 p.m., the sun is the most 
toxic to the eye and surrounding skin. UV radia- 
tion is associated with corneal damage, cataracts, 
macular degeneration, dry eye, wrinkles, ski 
rows, loss of elasticity and eyelid cancers. es 
wide hat with a brim and wrap-around polarized 
sunglasses (prescription glasses, if needed) will 
help avoid and reduce the UV donese from sus- 
tained sun exposure. 
- Our eyelid skin is the thinnest in the entire human 
body and more susceptible to basal cell, squamous 
cell and melanoma skin cancer. Pinguecula and pte- 
rygium are fleshy, elastic-like, callus-like growths 
on the surface of the eye associated with long term 
UV sunlight damage. In the USA, we see more cata- 
racts and cancers on the left eyelid and face because 
we drive on the left side. For those who live in places 
like New Zealand, it happens more on the right. 
Snow blindness is another condition that oc- 


‘curs on sunny days in cold climates where UV light 


causes a burn of the cornea as it reflects off of snow, 
ice, sand or water. Educating children on using hats, 
sunscreen and sunglasses, as is done in schools in 
Australia, would help reduce the lifetime cumulate 
damage of UV light. Avoid the midday sun, especial- 
ly at high altitudes when reflected off water or snow. 

Never stare into the sun, as this can cause per- 


manent retinal damage in the back of the eye with 


decreased vision called solar retinopathy. Avoid tan- 
ning beds as they generate sustained UV light dam- 
age to the eyes and surrounding skin. 

Lastly, a diet rich in green leafy vegetables filled . 
with zinc and lutein has been clearly associated with 
healthier retinas and reduced macular degeneration, 
which affects the central vision. For those who don’t 
like eating greens, a landmark eye study has shown 
that vitamins labeled AREDS formula contain zinc 
and lutein in doses shown to help. 

See your, board-certified ophthalmologist annu- 
ally to spot problems early. They spent four years in 
college, four years in medical school, a year in an in- 
ternal medicine or general surgery internship, three 
years in an ophthalmology and ophthalmic micro- 
surgery residency and one or two years in.a fellow- 
ship in sub-specialty training.

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Man Dies in Fire 
at James Maguire 
Antiques in 
Hampton Bays

A fire at Hampton Bays business James 

aguire Antiques on Sunday night, June 
26 led to the death of a resident of the build- 
ing. 

Southampton Town Emergency Sicpatel 
Center received a call about a structure fire at 
94 West Montauk Highway in Hampton Bays 
at approximately 10:19 p.m. on Sunday. 

Several patrol units arrived on scene to 
find what police described as a “fully in- 
volved fire” on the first floor of the two-story 
house that had been converted for retail use. 
Personnel from Hampton Bays Fire Depart- 
ment — which is located across the street and 
just a few houses east of the shop at 69 West 
Montauk Highway — and Hampton Bays Vol- 
unteer Ambulance Corps also responded. 

When the fire was extinguished, one male 
victim, identified as 54-year-old Peter Ma- 
guire, was found inside on the second floor 
of the premises. Having suffered life-threat- 
ening injuries, Maguire was transported to 
Peconic Bay Medical Center via Hampton 
Bays Ambulance, but he later succumbed to 
his injuries. 

Southampton Town Police detettives were 
on scene as well as members of the Suffolk 
County Arson Squad. No criminality is sus- 
pected. 

On Tuesday, the shop’s rear first-floor win- 
dows had been boarded up, but black stain- 
ing could be seen from fire and soot crawling 
up the side of the building, which otherwise 
looked surprisingly intact from the outside.

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Riverhead Gun Shop Proposal Draws Ire

restrict the location of gun shops sparked a 
lengthy heated debate during the Riverhead Town 
Board meeting on June 21, when more than 20 
people spoke passionately about their support or 
disproval of the idea. 

Residents spoke out during a public hearing on the 
proposed amendment to town zoning rules prohibit- 
ing firearm businesses from operating in downtown 
Riverhead. . 

“(The amendment) is intended to define firearm 
business uses and set forth zoning use districts that 
certain firearm businesses will be permitted in,” 
said Erik Howard, the town attorney. 

The debate came as guns are an especially hot 
topic following recent mass shootings in a Buffalo 
supermarket and Texas elementary school. 

Supporters said they backed the idea based on 
the threat of air pollution, the reputation of the 
town and gun violence. Many residents believe this 


’ amendment would limit gun violence in Riverhead. 


“Riverhead has carefully crafted parameters for 
cannabis sales and use,” said Cindy Clifford, a Riv- 
erhead resident, “it seems reasonable to establish 
similar limitations for firearm business uses.” 

Speakers against the amendment included Charles 
Sclafanim who said over Zoom that the amendment

would force a separation between gun shops and 
gun ranges, something he says makes no sense at all. 

“It’s like making a cake without icing,” said Scla- 
fani. 

‘Joseph Oliver, owner of JJ Armory is waiting on 
pending approval for his retail storefront. If the 
amendment goes through, his business dnt not be 
approved. 


“To put this change in effect would mess me up : 
pretty badly,” said Oliver, a volunteer EMS who has 


helped the Riverhead police department with school 
shooting training. “Gun violence hits home for me, 
this is my community. Nothing is perfect, these ter- 
rible monsters that commit these crimes need to be 
dealt with, but it’s not everybody.” 


South Fork Wind Developers Sign Whale 


Protection Plan

e companies developing the offshore South Fork 
Wind project have inked a deal with environmental 
groups committing to protecting endangered whales 
while building the turbines on the floor of the Atlantic 
Ocean. The two developers, Orsted and Eversource, 
signed the agreement with the National Wildlife Feder- 
ation, the Natural Resources Defense Council (NRDC) 
and the Conservation Law Foundation, the groups said 
in a joint statement on June 27. 

“We don’t need to choose between clean energy de- 
velopment and wildlife protection, and this agreement 
shows how we can do both,” Alison Chase, a senior 
policy analyst at the NRDC, told The Associated Press. 

The 130-megawatt South Fork Wind project, billed as 
the ‘first offshore wind farm in New York State, plans 
to include a dozen turbines built 35 miles off the coast 
of Montauk that generate enough electricity to power 


70,000 homes. Onshore construction began earlier this | 


year with completion projected for late 2023. 

The goal of the agreement is to protect rare North At- 
lantic right whales. There is estimated to be fewer than 
340 North Atlantic right whales remaining, according 
to marine scientists. They are threatened by changing 
prey and habitat caused by climate change, entangle-

oters elected a political novice as the Vil- 

lage of North Haven’s new mayor in a 
rare three-way race, and an East Hampton 
Village incumbent trustee was unseated in 
recent East End elections. 

The two villages were among three in the 
Hamptons where residents cast ballots on 
June 21. In North Haven, first-term village 
trustee Chris Fiore won with 164 votes over 
Terie Diat and former mayor John Reiser, 
who received 106 and 105, respectively, after 
Mayor Jeff Sander declined to seek re-elec- 
tion. 

In East Hampton Village, Carrie Doyle and 
Sarah Amaden — allies of Mayor Jerry Lars- 
en — ousted Trustee Arthur Graham. 

In the third South Fork race held the same 
day, Sag Harbor village trustees Thomas 
Gardella and Edward Haye won re-election 
without opposition. 

The North Haven race was notable for be- 
ing the most hotly contested village election 
on the East End this year and the first time 
a mayoral election has seen a campaign with 
more than one candidate in three decades 
in the quiet village. Village trustees Claas 
Abraham and E. Dianne Skilbred both won 
re-election uncontested, other than a handful 
of write-in candidates.

Zeldin Wins GOP Gubernatorial Primary

.S. Rep Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley) won the pri- 
mary race to become the GOP candidate for 
New York State governor over his three opponents. 
At about 10:30 p.m. on June 28, Zeldin support- 
ers began chanting his name at the Coral House 
in Baldwin. The Associated Press declared him 
the winner of the race based on the margin over 
his three challengers: Former aide to ex-President 
Donald Trump Andrew Giuliani, former Westches- 
ter County Executive Rob Astorino and business- 
man Harry Wilson. He will now face Gov. Kathy 
Hochul, who was declared winner of the Demo- 
cratic primary a half hour after the polls closed. 

“This November in the state of New York, one- 
party rule will end, Kathy Hochul will get fired and 
we will restore common sense to Albany,” Zeldin 
told his crowd of supporters. 

Hochul beat Rep. Tom Suozzi (D-Glen Cove) and 
New York City Public Advocate Jumaane Williams 
in her primary. 

Zeldin has been congressman of New York’s ist 
congressional district, which covers the East End 
and part of the Town of Brookhaven, since 2014. 
He joined Congress after four years as a state sena- 
tor and was previously an attorney at his own pri- 


vate practice in Smithtown. The Iraq War veteran 
is also a part of the Army Reserve. 

Zeldin emerged as a leader in the Republican par- 
ty around 2020, when he became outspoken about 
what he calls then-Gov. Andrew Cuomo’s “deadly 
nursing home order” during the height of the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic. He then criticized Hochul, the 
former lieutenant governor, who stepped up as the 
first woman in New York’s highest office after Cuo- 
mo resigned in August 2021, for keeping Cuomo’s 
health commissioner in her administration. (That 
health commissioner, Dr. Howard Zucker, resigned 
not long into Hochul’s administration, and Hochul 
hired Dr. Mary Bassett in September.) 

Zeldin also made headlines for being one of 121 
Republican members of Congress to object to the 
certification of electoral college votes to elect Pres- 
ident Joe Biden on Jan. 6, 2021 and for publicly 
defending Trump during the ex-president’s two 
impeachment proceedings. 

His running mate, Alison Esposito, also secured 
her place on the ballot as the GOP candidate for 
lieutenant governor, AP reported. 

“It’s been an amazing night full of emotions and 
I could not be happier to stand here before you,” 
she said.

Many mansions on the ocean in the Hamptons 
have interesting stories to tell. But none, I think, can 
match what went on over the years at 840 Meadow 
Lane in Southampton, a home built in the Roaring 
’20s that sold in November 2021 for $70 million. Its 
story includes murder, a botched suicide, suits of ar- 
mor, jail time and two shockingly wild parties in dif- 
ferent eras that made national news — one involving 
a rampage that ended with all 1,600 windows in the 
house broken and the other, 12 years later, involving 
drugs, sex and chains. 

Oceancastle was also home for Barry Trupin for a 
while, a man who later went to jail in 1996 for evad- 
ing more than $6 million in taxes by selling real es- 
tate, antique armor, a stolen Marc Chagall painting 
and other collectibles. 

In January 1929, Wall Street broker William F. 
Ladd bought an 8-acre parcel with 512 feet along the 
ocean and hired architect Archibald Brown to build 
a sprawling, 15-bedroom, 19,000-square-foot “cot- 
tage” with turrets, cobblestone roofing, and half- 
timbered siding in the style of a Tudor castle. 
He ‘wanted it completed in six months. 
Mr. Ladd had recently married a beauti- 
ful young woman and he wanted to be in 
residence there to celebrate the Fourth of 
July with her. 

The workmen got it done. But in April as 
it was being completed, doctors told Mr. Ladd 
he had cancer and only a few weeks to live. Dis- 
traught, he wrote his wife a note apologizing to her 
and then shot himself in the head. He was 63. But the 
shot was not fatal. At least not at first. He lived on for 
several months, succumbing finally at his apartment 
on the Upper West Side. 

1949: Millionaire Donald S. Leas Jr., who owned 
the “Westerly,” another oceanfront mansion nearby, 
decided to hold an enormous coming out party for 
his stepdaughter Fernanda Wanamaker Wetherill on 
Labor Day weekend. The guest list grew and grew, ul- 
timately exceeding 800. It would be the party of the 
year. And Leas needed help from his friends to put 
up all these guests. He reached out to, among oth- 
ers, Robert Harris, another millionaire and the cur- 
rent owner of Oceancastle. Could Harris host some 
of Wetherill’s guests? Harris said of course. What a 
disaster. These guests, mostly young men out of con- 
trol, broke more than 1600 window panes, partied 
through the night and swung from the chandeliers. 

1980: Roy Radin, age 31, now owned Oceancastle. 
Overweight, rich and strange, he. was said to stroll 
through town carrying a cane and wearing a black 
cape and panama hat. He'd made his fortune in the 
entertainment business. Old, has-been vaudeville

hoofers performed, supposedly raising money 
for the Police Benevolent Association. Radin, 
however, kept the bulk of it. Meanwhile, 
the local Southampton police department 
ignored the wild drug-fueled Oceancastle 
parties where women wearing chains 
whipped each other, as reported by.the Los 
Angeles Times. A disheveled young woman, 
Melonie Haller, a former Playboy model, was found 
semi-conscious in a seat on a Long Island Rail Road 
train headed for New York. It created a sensation. 


The parties were over. And so, Radin decided — 


over his mother’s objections (she lived there with her 
son) — to change his life by heading off to Hollywood 
to produce movies. There, friends said, he began 
hanging around with drug dealers who were supply- 
ing cocaine to the film colony, reported the Los Ange- 
les Times. He disappeared, and his body was found 
almost a month later, full of bullet holes in a National 
Forest north of Los Angeles. 

1984: In the winter of that year, Trupin, a shady fig- 
ure that nobody in the social set knew, bought Henry 
F. DuPont’s 32-bedroom Georgian-style estate four 


houses down from Oceancastle, then began to con- 


vert it into a French Gothic affair with turrets, an 
Irish bar (he'd had it flown in from Dublin), a prayer 
room and an indoor shark-infested aquarium for 
snorklers. A barbed wire fence patrolled by armed 
guards kept everything safe. 

Horrified, the social set began a campaign to get 
this strange person out. 

During the controversy, Trupin and his wife Renee 
invited me and my wife to a private dinner at the

house he was renting while the two years of planned 


renovations on his castle proceeded. 

The rental was Oceancastle. He knew ba of its 
history. I enlightened him. 

After an amazing six-course dings fot the four 
of us served under a white tent on the lawn between 
Oceancastle and the sea, we all went down to tour its 
basement. Murals of Coney Island in its heyday were 
on all the basement walls. A boardwalk led us along- 
side dozens of mechanical games of chance, penny 
arcades, and pinball machines Trupin had bought 
from entrepreneurs at Coney Island who were leav- 
ing the business. Upstairs, he showed off his col- 
lection of suits of armor, draperies and medieval 
paintings. All would be moved into his great French 
compound when completed. He also was going to 
throw a huge party and invite all of Southampton so- 
ciety to Oceancastle in the upcoming weeks. 

Well, it happened, but it didn’t do any good. Even- 
tually, Trupin and his wife were driven out of town, 
their French Gothic affair not completed. That build- 
ing eventually got sold to Calvin Klein, who tore it 
down and built a glass and steel home, which is still 
there today. 

Eventually, it was learned that Trupin’ s suits of 
armor, paintings and hangings were hot goods hed 
bought from crooks. He also got caught up in other fi- 
nancial scandals and, as a result, went to prison. His 
wife, separately, moved to Paris and married a count. 
We corresponded by email for a while.

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The Tollbooth

even local Water Mill residents 

were arrested by the police late 
last night trying to steal an old un- 
used highway tollbooth that once 
was used on the Robert Moses 
Causeway leading motorists out to 
Jones Beach. 

The police apparently 
were tipped off. They 
waited behind the old 
warehouse at that beach 
where this tollbooth, all 
three bays of it, is stored. 
And so, as the seven men 
were hauling it out to their wait- 
ing moving van, the police struck, 
and with guns drawn, stopped 
them in the act and took them 
in. 

The seven are Frank Milkman, 
George Jessup, Frank Hendrickson, 
Bill Blades, Henry Heidrich, Howie 
McFarland and Bill Goldberg. They 
spent the night in the Babylon Town 
Lockup, were arraigned early this 
morning in Suffolk County Court 
in Islip, and were released after 
posting $20,000 bail each. Their 
leader, Frank Milkman, held a press 
conference at noon today at South- 
ampton Town Hall and explained 
things. 

“Our intention,” he said, “was to 


take this old tollbooth out to the 


Shinnecock Canal and set it out 
across the Sunrise Highway. It would 
be not there one day, and then there 
and in operation the next. Our plan 
was, and still is, to regulate who is 
allowed into the Hamptons. Only 
eastbound traffic will be dealt with. 
Mostly, we intend to drastically cut 
down on the number of people who 
want to come out to the Hamptons 
in their cars.” 

A reporter from Newsday asked if 
they intend to plead guilty. 

“We will plead not guilty. Some- 
times it is just necessary for public- 
spirited citizens to take matters into 
their own hands.” 

“But you have lost that tollbooth,” 
a New York Times reporter noted. 

“Yes. But we have a Plan B. This 
won't stop us. It slows us down, yes. 
We can’t just wake up in the morn- 
ing and a tollbooth is there. But 
there will be a tollbooth by July 15. 
Count on it.” 

“Why are you doing this?” 

“We local people have had it up 
to here,” he said, moving his index 


finger across his throat. “There’s the 
efforts to reduce traffic at the East 
Hampton Airport. There are efforts 
to stop the seaplanes from landing 
in the waters off Sag Harbor. There 
are efforts to create affordable hous- 
ing for people who have grown up 
out here but who can’t afford to live 
here anymore. There are ef- 
forts to cut back on boat 
traffic. Things are way 
out of control. Enough is 
enough.” 
“So you are setting up a 
tollbooth? 
“None of the efforts so far 
have addressed the main prob- 


lem. The main problem is cars. Mil- 


lions of them. Cars are everywhere. 
Traffic is at gridlock. People are 
desperate. And we can’t take it any- 
more. It’s time for a tollbooth. And 
we intend to succeed.” ; 

“How so?” the reporter from The 
Wall Street Journal asked. 

“The tollbooth, manned by farm- 
ers and fishermen, will be in op- 
eration 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. Local people who’ve had to 
move to western Suffolk County will 
get a green sticker to put on their 
windshield that will get them waved 
through the tollbooth without stop- 
ping. Local working people living 
in western Suffolk will get a red 
sticker for their windshield allow- 
ing them to come in before 10 a.m. 
and leave before 6 p.m. every day 
without stopping. And no charge 
for that. Tourists will get stickers. 
They will be rainbow-colored stick- 
ers. But tourists will have to buy 
them. Cost is $50. Good for the 
day.” 

“How many tourist stickers will 
you give out?” a reporter from New 
York magazine asked. 

“Five thousand a day.” 

“That’s not many.” 

“We think it’s plenty. After the 
5,000, all tourists will get turned 
away. Come back tomorrow.” 

“Who else will be allowed in?” 

“Summer people can buy pink 
stickers for a day for $200 or get 
yellow stickers good for a month 
that cost $10,000. Millionaires 
will be charged $1,000 a day. 
We'll give out 10,000 to million- 
aires per day. And _ billionaires 
will be charged $100,000 per day. 
For billionaires, there will be no 
limit.”

buy more than one day at a time?” 

“No. They have to show up. Or 
they could send somebody on their 
behalf. Somebody they employ.” 

“Are these stickers sold at Town 
Hall?” : 

“No. Only at the tollbooth.” | 

“What about Amazon trucks?” 

“Delivery trucks will all be wel- 
come. No limit, $50 a day. Amazon, 
FedEx, USPS, UPS, food trucks, fur- 
niture trucks, clothing trucks, res- 
taurant-suppliers, buses, construc- 
tion vehicles, landscape and pool 
trucks. All $50 a day. No limit.” 

“And special people, artists, writ- 
ers, actors, directors, and musicians 
will get purple stickers. Good for the 
summer. Just $10. We love special 
people.” 

. “Will you take credit cards?” 

“Of course. But there will be a 3% 
processing fee.” 

_ “Do any of the town governments 
know about this?” 

“Not yet. But we plan to contact 
them shortly. Also, the Shinnecock 
Nation tribal leaders. We think they 
will help this. A century ago, they 
were forced to lease out part of their 
property so the Sunrise Highway 
could come through with a right-of- 
way. We intend to share income with 
them.” 

“What about us?” the NBC report- 


er asked. 
. “The media? The media is free to 
leave the East End at any time. We 
will watch you go. No interference.” 
“And can we come back?” 
“We haven't actually decided.” 
How about medical people?” 
“No limit, $50 a day” 
“Government workers?” 
“We'll have to see who's with us

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Roe and Behold: Kast End Reacts 
to Repeal of Reproductive Rights

A bs as schools let out for summer and tourist sea- 
son returned to the East End, the bombshell U.S. 
Supreme Court decision repealing abortion rights 
sent shockwaves nationwide, including the Twin 
Forks. 

The June 24 ruling reversed the half-century-old 
Roe v. Wade precedent that guaranteed women the 
constitutional right to have an abortion; leaving 
the legality of the medical procedure up to each of 
the 50 states to decide. While New York State re- 
cently strengthened women’s reproductive rights, 
the ruling brought out strong opinions on the is- 
sue — among the most hotly contested debates in 
the nation — in the Hamptons and on the North 
Fork during a time of year when how to maximize 
beach-going merriment is typically at the top of lo- 
cal minds, not fundamental questions about wheth- 
er life begins at conception or if the government 


should regulate pregnancies. 

“The Supreme Court rolled back the rights of mil- 
lions of Americans by overruling Roe v. Wade and 
destroying 50 years of progress in reproductive 
rights,” state Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag Har- 
bor) said. “Access to abortion is a fundamental hu- 
man right, and I am prepared to continue working 
relentlessly to ensure it remains accessible, safe and 
legal to all New Yorkers.” 

Justice Samuel Alito wrote the court’s 6-3 opinion 
on the abortion case for the conservative majority 
that makes up the court. The ruling puts the court 
at odds with a majority of Americans who favored 
preserving Roe, according to opinion polls. 

“Roe and Casey must be overruled,” he wrote in 
referring to the court’s landmark abortion prec- 
edents from 1973 and 1992, “and the authority to 
regulate abortion must be returned to the people 
and their elected representatives.” 

Alone among the court’s six conservatives, only 


Chief Justice Roberts said he would take a more 
“measured course,” simply upholding a Mississippi 
ban on abortions after 15 weeks. He said overturn- 
ing Roe was an unnecessary and “serious jolt” to the 
legal system. 

U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), the congress- 
man who represents the East End and GOP nomi- 
nee vying to unseat Democratic Gov. Kathy Hochul 
this Election Day, cheered the decision. 

“Today is a victory for life, for family, for the con- 


stitution and for federalism,” he said. “When my 


daughters, Mikayla and Arianna, were born 14.5 
weeks early, I had the opportunity to witness life in 
the second trimester and it was absolutely beautiful. 
In a state that has legalized late term partial birth 
abortion and non-doctors performing abortion, in 
a state that refuses to advance informed consent 
and parental consent, and where not enough is be- 
ing done to promote adoption and support mothers, 
today is yet another reminder that New York clearly 
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CALLING FOR THE PROTECTION OF PLANNED PARENTHOOD 


needs to do a much better job to promote, respect 
and defend life.” 

Rallies in support of a woman’s right to choose had 
broken out across the region since Politico reported 
in May that a leaked draft of the ruling suggested the 
high court was about to hand down the controver- 
sial decision. The ruling also sparked fears that the 
Supreme Court would reverse other landmark deci- 
sions next. 

Justices Clarence Thomas, who wrote the court’s 
similarly jolting opinion reversing a New York State 
law restricting the carrying of concealed firearms, has 
expressed his own desire to see the court take aim at 
the queer community as he called on fellow justices 
to “reconsider all of this court’s substantive due pro- 
cess precedents, including Griswold, Lawrence and 
Obergefell.” Griswold v. Connecticut struck down a 
state law banning contraceptives, Lawrence v. Texas 
established the right to have gay sex, and Obergefell 
v. Hodges brought same-sex marriage nationwide. 

LGBTQ+ legal groups rushed to condemn the rul- 
ing almost immediately. The Human Rights Cam- 
paign, which has also played a role in legal battles 
for LGBTQ+ rights, said on June 24 that Thomas 
“had some alarming things to say about Obergefell v. 


Hodges and Lawrence v. Texas, but he only spoke for 
himself.” 

“Our fight right now is centered on ensuring people 
still have access to the abortion and reproductive ser- 
vices they need, but make no mistake: We will not 
back down from defending the progress we have made 
and keeping the fight for full LGBTQ+ equality going,” 
HRC tweeted after the ruling. 

Thiele said New York State lawmakers are prepared 
to hold the line. 

“This Supreme Court decision requires bold action,” 
he said. “I am ready to stand up and fight back to en- 
sure basic freedoms, including access to contracep- 
tion, LGBTQ+ rights and interracial marriage, are 
never jeopardized in our state.” 

Planned Parenthood, which has a location in Riv- 
erhead, is bracing for an influx of women from other 
states where abortion may soon be outlawed. 

“This dangerous and chilling decision will have 
devastating consequences across the country, forc- 
ing people to travel hundreds, sometimes thou- 
sands, of miles for care or remain pregnant,” said 
Vincent Russell, president and CEO of Planned Par- 
enthood Hudson Peconic Action Fund, which serves 
Suffolk County and other parts of New York. 


New York State committed $35 million last month 
to strengthen New York’s abortion rights and ex- 
pand access to the healthcare procedure in response 
to the ruling. 

“The right to reproductive healthcare is a funda- 
mental human right,” Hochul said in a statement. 
“Our state will always be a safe harbor for those 
seeking access to abortion care.” 

Advocates maintain they will continue to push to 
ensure access. 

“The fact of the matter is that the policing of bod- 
ies in this country is not new, particularly for Black, 
Brown and Indigenous women who will be most im- 
pacted by the court’s dangerous decision,” said Nia 
Adams, of the Long Island Progressive Coalition. 
“And due to historic and systemic barriers, we con- 
tinue to be marginalized. Body-autonomy is neces- 
sary for self-determination and liberation. Men in 
suits who hide in towers do not get to make deci- 
sions about our bodies. We demand and continue 
to fight for comprehensive sexual and reproductive 
healthcare for all.”

Honoring This Week’ : Cover Art: 
Dale Chihuly at Hampton Synagogue 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


rk: our July 1, 2022 issue, we've se- 
lected an extra special cover depict- 
ing a small piece of a massive installation 
of Dale Chihuly’s famous glass art.at the 
growing Hampton Synagogue campus 
in Westhampton Beach. And this rare 
collaboration all started with matzah 
and a joke. 

Rabbi Marc Schneier of Hsiagton 
Synagogue explains that while his family 
usually celebrates Passover in Israel, in 
April 2021, the family decided to spend 
the holiday at his mother Donna Schnei- 
er’s home in Palm Beach. During the 
annual ritual of hiding the matzah — in 
which the child who finds it and presents 
it to the head of the household receives a 
gift and the other children are promised 
commitments for gifts — Donna sur- 
prised her son with a commitment of his 
own, at least jokingly. 

“All the grandchildren got ‘ce com- 
mitments from my mother, and then my 
mother, jokingly, turns to me and says, 
‘OK, big shot, what do you want?’ It was 
as a joke,” Schneier recalls. “At the time, 
I was 62 years old. As I’m looking around 
the beautiful salon in her home, admir- 
ing all the Chihuly glass, I tell her, ‘I want 
you to introduce me to Dale Chihuly.” 

Schneier describes his mother as a 
well-known collector of glass and ce- 
ramic art with a collection that “has 
been acclaimed globally,’ and he also 
credits her with being one of the first 
to discover the talents of Dale Chihuly 
over 40 years ago. At first, she must’ve 
thought he was joking. “No, youre out 
of your mind,” Schneier remembers her 
saying, but he had a vision for the devel- 
opment of Hampton Synagogue’s new 
children’s center, Jack’s House, and was 
determined to see it through. 

In June of 2021, mother and son 
Schneier, Hampton Synagogue Presi- 
dent Carol Levin and about 30 other 
members of the synagogue traveled to 
Washington State to meet Chihuly at his 
Seattle studio. A “great synergy” was felt 
as the details of the commission were 
discussed, and when the Hampton Syn- 
agogue members left Washington, they 
did so with a promising new partner- 
ship formed. For her tremendous con- 
tribution to this exciting arrangement, 
Donna asked one thing of her son: a 
small plaque on Jack’s House that reads,

“Thank You, Mom.” 

Birthed from the desire to increase 
Hampton Synagogue’s ability to serve 
children of the WHB and neighboring 
Jewish communities, Jack’s House fea- 
tures two stories packed with a reception 
hall, exhibition hall, music studio, dance 
studio, culinary studio, children’s library, 
the Barnet Family Children’s Chapel and 
more than 30 Chihuly glass installations 
presently, with more expected through 
summer 2023. With a name suggested 
by Carol Levin to honor late Hampton 
Synagogue co-founder and Holocaust 
survivor Jack Gora, Jack’s House will 
celebrate the completion of phase one of 
its fundraising and development, which 
began on July 4 of last year — with a 
dedication on Sunday, July 3. 

“It’s a marvelous community — very 
supportive, very generous in their sup- 
port,” says Levin, who helps manage 
fundraising, noting that even with the 


Jack’s House financial campaign sepa- 


rate from regular support of synagogue 
programming, their community had no 
trouble swiftly raising the funds for the 
Chihuly installations and other features. 
She also adds that with no dues required 
for synagogue membership, the abun- 
dance of generosity is a true testament to 
how supportive their members are. 

Featured on the cover of Dan’s Papers 
this week, are three of 36 Fiori (Italian 
for flower) forms that comprise Chi- 
huly’s “Hampton Fiori Window,” which 
appear as if floating along the walls and 
windows of the Barnet Family Children’s 
Chapel. “They're lit in a special way that 
looks like — and this is Dale Chihuly’s 
genius*— the light is coming from the 
Fiori,” Levin says. 

“The vibrant colors, which are inspired 
by the ‘ephod, communicate so bril- 
liantly when the sun is shining through,” 
Keri Schroeder, Chihuly Studio director 


of sales explains. The ephod are sacred 
breastplates worn by the Jewish high 
priests of ancient Israel's Holy Temple, 
and are only one of the Biblical narrative 
elements woven into Chihuly’s works at 
Hampton Synagogue. A set of 12 Fiori 
forms found in the chapel specifically 
use the colors of the original 12 Tribes of 
Israel, and even the total number of Fio- 
ri, 36 (a multiple of 18), is symbolic due 
to the number 18's status as the Hebrew 
word/number for life — both serving as 
further proof that Chihuly has certainly 
done his research. 

Chihuly carefully sketched and de- 
signed the pieces commissioned by the 
synagogue, and Schroeder notes that a 
high level of commitment to the details 
is par for the course. “Chihuly’s process 
is the same whether he’s developing 
work for an exhibition or a commission 
project,” she says. “He always starts by 


considering the space and how his work — 


might affect the environment. Through- 
out his career, Chihuly’s focus has been 
to explore the relationship between light, 
space and form, and to study the power 
of light through transparent media. 

Also on view now is Chihuly’s take on 
an “Eternal Light,” a hanging lantern 
that represents the light that burned 
perpetually in the Holy Temple. This 
piece was designed in the form of the 
artist's iconic chandeliers using gold 


‘glass, which represents the crown atop 


the head of the Temple's high priest. 

The next piece to debut at the Bar- 
net Family Children’s Chapel will be 
unveiled this September for Rosh Ha- 


shanah. This “most magnificent” glass 


menorah will be affixed to the wall 
across from the chapel windows, where 
its seven branches will act as a reminder 
of the similar seven-branched menorah 
found in Israels Holy Temple. “I was 
blown away by the menorah,” Schneier

says. “He designed the menorah in the 
colors of blue and white. Maybe he had 
in mind the colors of the Hamptons, but 
blue and white happen to be the colors of 
the modern state of Israel.” 


He continues, “The main sanctuary of — 


the Hampton Synagogue was, in 1993, 
designed and built in Israel and shipped 
from Israel to the Hamptons. So Israel is 
at the very core of the Hampton Syna- 
gogue’s existence. And now we have the 
Temple menorah, which represents the 
past, the present and the future — the 
actual seven-branched.candelabra but in 
the colors of blue and white. Every facet 
of these glass installations tells a very 
powerful and meaningful story.” 
Chihuly’s final addition to Jack’s House 
will come in summer of 2023, when he 
erects a glass Holocaust memorial dedi- 
cated to the 1.5 million Jewish children 
killed during the genocide. While this 


‘may be Chihuly’s first Holocaust me- 


morial, he’s worked closely with Jewish 
communities in the past — collaborat- 
ing with Shaare Emeth Synagogue in St. 
Louis, Missouri in 1980 and mounting a 


major solo exhibition at the Tower of Da- 


vid Citadel in Jerusalem in 1999. 

The leadership of Hampton Syna- 
gogue wants to grow its community 
outreach both in terms of children’s pro- 
gramming and facilities through Jack’s 
House, but also by helping WHB become 
the art destination they know it can be. 

“What we're doing for the Village of 
Westhampton Beach is to become a 
great destination for art,” Schneier says 
of Chihuly’s growing array of work at 
Jack’s House. “It’s a real treasure that we 
anticipate will see a steady flow of visi- 
tors from around the world coming out 
to the Hamptons.”

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Film & Theater Legends Perform 
‘Love Letters’ at Suffolk Theater

he East End has a new player in the live the- 

ater space as of July 9 when the Suffolk The- 
ater presents the first-ever play of its kind to grace 
their stage, A.R. Gurney’s Love Letters, starring 
Harris Yulin and Mercedes Ruehl. 

Produced by New Light Theater Project Asso- 
ciate Producer Josh Gladstone and directed by 
Yulin, the play marks:a shift in Suffolk Theater’s 
programming, which comes along with new exec- 
utive director Gary Hygom, who stepped into his 
new role in January. With 35 years of professiona! 
theater experience and an-enduring passion for 
the stage, Hygom joined Suffolk Theater as the 
next step in a career that’s taken him to Bay Street 
Theater, Guild Hall, Patchogue Theatre and just 
about every other notable performing arts venue 
on Long Island. 

Hygom and Yulin recently spoke with Dan’s Pa- 
pers about this exciting new addition to Suffolk 
Theater’s oeuvre, which before this included lots 
of live music and stand-up comedy at the venue 
where audiences sit mostly at tables to enjoy the 
entertainment. In fact, according to Hygom, Love 
Letters is the very first piece of dramatic theater 
performed at the theater in its history, which 
dates back to 1933, though it was closed from 
1987 until its reopening in 2013 after a massive 
restoration effort.

“It’s really kind of a milestone for the venue and 
for the town itself,’ Hygom says, pointing out that 
Suffolk Theater has had a few “truncated” touring 
musical shows, like The Buddy Holly Story, over 
the years, but nothing like this. | 

“I’m hoping that it’s creating a new audience. 
Riverhead, I think, is probably not the destination 
people think of to go enjoy outstanding theatrical 
performers,” Hygom continues. “But with a show 
like this and performers like Mercedes and Har- 
ris, I’m hoping that this will make people reevalu- 
ate where they go for really beautiful evenings of 
all genres of performance, which is what I think 
any great performing arts center needs to offer.” 

While Love Letters marks the beginning of 
something new at Suffolk Theater, Hygom says 
this production just adds to Suffolk Theater’s al- 
ready healthy range of offerings. “We will never 
be a producing venue like a Bay Street or The 
Gateway or what have you on the Island. But do- 
ing theater every now and again should be part of 
any performing arts center.” 

Hygom says Riverhead is in the midst of a 
major shift, making this a great time to try new 
forms of entertainment at Suffolk Theater. “It’s 
palpable what is happening on Main Street now. 
In another two years, maybe three, you won't 
recognize Downtown Riverhead any longer. It is 
going through some huge transitions and trans- 
formations, it’s a really exciting time there,” he 
says, noting that he'd like to give the community 
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a chance to enjoy an excellent play locally, while 
also attracting theatergoers from both the Hamp- 
tons and North Fork. 

If anyone can attract a crowd of Broadway buffs, 
Ruehl and Yulin should be the ones to do it. 

_ “How often do you get to see two actors who 
among them have almost every award (or nomi- 
nation) this country has to give to actors?” Hygom 
asks. “It’s Tonys, Academy Awards, Drama Desk, 
Obis, Outer Circles, Emmys — I mean this is going 
to be an outrageous night of theater.” 

And Love Letters, which premiered in 1988 and 
was a finalist for the Pulitzer Prize for Drama 
in 1990, is a perfect play for a venue like Suffolk 
Theater. “It’s theater in its most simplistic and 
profound, two people sitting on stage reading 
letters they've sent to each other,” Hygom says, 


describing the play’s vast range of emotions and | 


its powerful emotional weight without the bells 


_and whistles other productions might require. 


“That's the reason it’s produced so often. For such 


a simple piece of theater, it’s profoundly moving 


in every way.” 


For those unfamiliar, Love Letters is a two-per- 


son play that tells the story of Andrew Makepeace 
Ladd III and Melissa Gardner, childhood friends 
who are both born to wealth and position and 
have had a lifelong correspondence, beginning 
with birthday party thank-you notes and sum- 
mer camp postcards. The play features these two 
characters on the stage reading their lifetime of 
letters while also chronicling their lives and love 
for each other. 

Yulin, who is directing Love Letters and plays 
Andrew in the play, says he and Ruehl (Melissa) 
have performed some 15 different productions to- 
gether over the years, usually at Guild Hall’s John 
Drew Theater in the summers. 

The 84-year-old actor and Bridgehampton resi- 
dent is not necessarily a household name, but he’s 
definitely a household face. Anyone who’s watched 
films or television over the last half century or 
longer will recognize Yulin from one thing or an- 
other, whether it’s The X-Files, Murphy Brown, 24, 


_ Veep, Frasier, Training Day, Scarface, Buffy the 


Vampire Slayer, Ghostbusters I or any of dozens 
of other credits on his IMDB page. More recently, 


fans of the Netflix mega-hit Ozark will remember . 


Yulin from the show’s first two seasons as Buddy, 
the Byrde family’s beloved, cantankerous landlord 
who knows his way around a gun and enjoys skin- 
ny dipping in all his octogenarian glory. 

“I knew Gary from the Bay Street and I wanted 
to do the production, but I also wanted to play 
Riverhead,” Yulin says, explaining why he ap- 
proached Hygom with Love Letters. “I'd like to 
play a number of Long Island theaters, and I had 
in my mind’s eye doing a kind of Long Island tour 
eventually with one thing or another. Love Let- 
ters would be good, but there are a number of 
other things that Mercedes and I could do,” he 
continues, describing later what a pleasure it is 
to work with Ruehl, a 74-year-old East Hampton 
actress who won an Oscar for her supporting role 
in The Fisher King (1991) and is known for her 
characters in Big, Frasier, Entourage, Power and 
Bull among many other credits. “She’s the best! 
It’s like heaven,” Yulin says of sharing the stage 


with his longtime friend and collaborator. 


Part of the magic and fun of Love Letters for

actors is that in addition to the strong material, it 
requires very little preparation as both characters 
are actually reading their letters onstage. Yulin 
calls it “dead simple,” adding, “The author, Gur- 
ney, is very clear and specific about it — no music, 
no change of costume, no this, no that. He just 


wanted it very spare, very simple, very straight- 
forward. And it’s a reading as well. We don’t 
memorize the thing,” he says, acknowledging that 
Gurney made these very clear choices about the 
play for a reason. “It’s a beautiful thing.” 

In fact, Yulin says he and Ruehl won’t even re- 
hearse at Suffolk Theater before opening day on 
July 9. “Being that it is a reading and is meant to 
be a reading — that’s what it is, that’s how it’s de- 
fined and done — and given our relationship, we 
will go through it probably a couple of times just 
out here and then certainly on the afternoon of 


| g the show. I feel very comfortable with that. That’s 


> how it’s meant to be,” he says, though Love Let- 
& ters still provides all kinds of opportunities for 
interesting acting choices. 

“I think the whole idea is to have some kind 
of structure. The play itself provides a structure 
of course, so as you're reading it through, you're 
getting various thoughts and ideas about how to 
structure it, but it’s always an improvisation,” 
the seasoned actor says. “Whatever structure 
you have, even if you’re doing a show that you’ve 
rehearsed and blocked and everything, every 
performance is an improvisation, but you're just 
improvising on a theme and a structure,” Yulin 
continues. “It’s like playing music, it’s a little 
like jazz, or any kind of music, really. You have 
a structure, but you're playing within that struc- 
ture. You're not going to violate the structure. You 
don’t know how a particular line is going to come 
out, I don’t.work that way.” 

And Yulin says he continues to surprise him- 
self when delivering lines. “That’s the wonder of 
it. When you stop surprising yourself, then it be- 
comes a lot less interesting.”

unmistakable graffiti faces of artist Kenny Scharf. 
Step inside the Phillips Southampton Gallery this 
July, and you're guaranteed to see a rare collection 
of his iconic paintings all in one place. 

COSMIC SUMMER: Works by Kenny Scharf, an 
experiential, private-selling exhibition open every 
day through the month of July, will see the Phil- 
lips Southampton Gallery transformed to match 
Scharf’s colorful nature and lively eccentricity. 
Works on view include the faces of “Orangry” and 
“Big V,” both created in 2019, and the dynamic 
space scene of his 1986 work “Cometa Festa 
D’Halley.”

With the spontaneity of Scharf’s spray paint » 


graffiti style comes psychedelic conceptualism, 
which allows him to create dynamic gestures that 
imbue his work with a radiant vitality. The bright 
colors succeed at drawing people in and keeping 
their attention while they analyze the contrasting 
dispositions of “Orangry” and “Big V,” among other 
works. 

“The crazed look of ‘Orangry’ is intriguing in 


its enigmatic nature, captivating and amusing the 
viewer with its energy,” explains Phillips South- 
ampton, a leading global platform for buying and 
selling 20th and 21st century art and design. “In 
contrast, ‘Big V’ approaches the audience with a 


friendlier tone both in color and expression, with ~ 


the soft purples and a wide grin. Scharf’s fascina- 
tion with the gestural immediacy of graffiti can be 
seen throughout his works, with the very physi- 
cal spray-painting process reflecting the artist’s 
exuberant personality. The ecstatic visualization 
and dazzling colors result in striking characters 
derived from infinite aspects of the artist’s person- 
ality, who oscillate between explosive, aggressive 
energy and deceptive placidity.”

As 
a self-described pop surrealist, Scharf’s paintings 
and installations showcase his distinctive graffiti 
art and immense roster of expressive globular fig- 
ures. With his can of spray paint aimed at a wide 
variety of canvases, walls and even cars, he contin- 
ues to merge pop culture and fine art. 

“Pop Surrealism takes inspiration from comic 
books, graffiti and street art, but Scharf’s individ- 
ual aesthetic is what separates him out from the 


crowd,” Heiden says. “What he calls ‘psychedelic 


conceptualism’ gives his works a truly unique feel 
that make them instantly recognizable. His ener- 
getic, lively figures make the viewer feel as if their 
imagination has come to life, and his ability to do

just that is what gives his work such widespread 


: appeal.” 


Now back in Los Angeles, Scharf’s work is well 
known beyond the East and West coasts — he has 
garnered an international fanbase. His involve- 
ment in the 1985 Whitney Biennial is considered 


3 his launching point into a full-blown international 


career that has spanned decades. Of his numerous 
group and solo shows across the globe, his most 
recent exhibitions include 2021 solo show Vaxi 
Nation at Almine Rech in Paris, and a solo exhibi- 
tion, DystopianPainting, at the gallery's New York 
location in 2020. 

In June of 2021, a documentary was released on 
online streaming platforms that follows Scharf’s 
life and work. Kenny Scharf: When Worlds Collide 
gives viewers a closer look at the origins of his dis- 
tinctive visual vocabulary. Fashion-forward fans of 
Scharf can look forward to his collaboration with 
the major fashion house Dior for their Fall 2021 
‘collection, which effectively marries his cartoon- 
ish forms with high fashion. Scharf is certainly “in 
style” right now, to say the least.

t isn’t often that young students are given the op-

“It gives me an excuse to be out there (on Long

Stephen Schwartz says. “I’ve spent a lot of time out

grams that they have out there, but it’s mostly been 
through my family that I’m familiar with that part 
of Long Island.” 

We had the pleasure of interviewing Schwartz 
about his upcoming LIMTF Masterclass and the 
lessons he’d like to teach these young students. 


How did this collaboration with the LIMTF 
come about? 


I became aware of organization several years ago. 


They did a production for a couple of months with 
their students of The Hunchback of Notre Dame — a 
musical that I did lyrics for and has music by Alan 
Menken. So I knew of them, and also I gréw up on 
Long Island. My kids still live there, my parents live 
there, in fact, my kids are out where Dan’s Papers 
is, there in Sag Harbor. So yeah, I knew about them, 
and then they reached out to me this year to say that 
they're doing two of my shows with their students, 
and was it possible that I could participate by do- 


ing a Masterclass with the kids, et cetera, which I - 


was happy to do. It’s. not only a chance to work with 
young people who are interested in musical theater, 
which I like to do, but it gives me an excuse to visit 
my family. 


Why do you think Pippin was selected for 


the college/high school production? 

The story of the show is one that young people iden- 
tify with, since it’s basically about a young man who's 
trying to figure out what to do with his life, and there 
are conflicts with his family, with his father, et cetera. 
There’s also a kind of dark edge to the show, which I 
think speaks to young people. It’s always been a show 
that’s popular with students, both to see and perform, 


‘so I assume that’s one of the reasons that it was chosen. 


What makes Godspell an ideal intermediate 


intensive for middle school students? 

Godspell is generally done with a young cast. Even 
when it’s done professionally, it’s generally done with 
young people who are often doing their first profession- 
al job when they're doing the show, so they seem like 
two really good choices for this kind of an organization. 


Why is theater education important to you? 
I tend to do a lot of work with young people. I’m a 


graduate of Carnegie Mellon University in Pittsburgh; 


I go back there pretty much every year and do some 
master classes, and I’ve also done that at other schools 


around the country. It’s just something I enjoy doing - 
‘when I have time. And, as I said, this had the added 


attraction of basically being, if not actually being, in 
my hometown, my home county, since I grew up on 
Long Island in Nassau County. 


Did you have the opportunity to participate 


in programs like the LIMTF when you were | 


starting out? 

They really didn’t exist when I was starting out, but 
I went to Mineola High School on Long Island, and 
they had, particularly for a public school, a very strong 
arts component. There was a good drama program. 
There were music programs, and from time to time 
there were concerts, which I would participate in. So 
I was a little fortunate in that regard, but when I was 
growing up, the idea of musical theater training pro- 
grams didn’t really exist — at least none that I knew. 
And that’s another reason why I’m supportive of pro- 
grams like the Long Island Musical Theatre Festival 


and was happy to be a participant. I think it'll be fun. © 


I’m looking forward to it. 


What's one lesson you learned early on that 
helped guide you throughout your career? 

There have been a few. Musical theater is an ex- 
tremely collaborative art form, if you want to call it 


that, not just as a writer, but working with the direc- 


tor, the choreographer, the designers, the cast — ev- 
erybody contributes when it’s working at its best. 
There’s a whole gestalt thing happening where the 
talents of everybody involved are being drawn upon, 
but learning to collaborate is tricky and doesn’t nec- 
essarily come naturally. I think that’s something I

learned about during my career and try to talk to the 
kids about when I’m working with them. 


What’s a lesson you wish you'd learned soon- 
er, which you now plan to teach your students? 

I think — and this is something that everybody 
says, but particularly coming out of a pandemic I 


think it’s a good lesson to remember, which is — to 


enjoy the process and be thankful for getting to do 
something that we really enjoy doing, and obviously 


_ you want to do the best you can, but to be a little less 


concerned about the result and more about the pro- 
cess of getting there. 


Looking back on your most successful songs 
and soundtracks, would you say there’s a se- 
cret formula to your success? 

Really not at all. Things always surprise me, but I’ve 
always just tried to trust my own instincts and write 
what I would like to hear and what I would like to see, 
and hope that it resonates for enough people. It doesn’t 
always work, but it’s worked often enough for me. I’ve 
been happy to have some success, but basically I just 


“try to tell the story that I’m trying to tell with a par- 


ticular show and write it in the way I think I'd like to 
hear it if I was the audience instead of the writer. 


Is there anything else you'd like to add? 

I really think what the Long Island Musical Theatre 
Festival is doing is terrific — giving young people who 
are aspiring to be in musical theater these kinds of op- 
portunities, so I’m very happy to be supporting that. 


The Pippin music revue is on Friday, August 5 and 
Mainstage productions are on the nights of Friday, 
August 12 and Saturday, August 13. Godspell Jr. will 
be presented at noon on Saturday, August 13. To 
learn more about the Long Island Musical Theatre, 
visit limtf.org.

When it comes to serious boaters, location 
is hugely important.

If you have a 
sailboat, you'll likely want to be in Sag 
Harbor, where you have immediate access 

to deep and open water. If youre an avid fisherman like me, then you 
have a multitude of communities to consider like Montauk, Sag Harbor, 
Hampton Bays, or Westhampton Beach with excellent fishing on the 
bay and near the inlets. If deep sea fishing is your thing, youre really 
looking at Montauk or Hampton Bays where you can run right out. 
Then you have buyers who just fish from the dock, which opens up most 
of the bayfront communities. Some desire a dock to just lounge on, to 
launch a paddle board, or for crabbing. They’! want to be in calm waters 
or on a creek. Some like having a bulkhead while others prefer having 
a stretch of beach. This is where the North Fork is great, especially 
along its south shore, in places like South Jamesport, where you can 
find white sand beaches and where the water goes out gradually. Of 
course, many boaters don’t fish at all and just want to cruise, favoring 
the communities with deeper water. I love Sag Harbor for going back 
and forth to restaurants or over to Greenport.

If you are lucky enough to live out in the 
Hamptons, you can drive a mile in any 
direction and hit the water, and if you 
are really lucky you can travel by 
boat. Over the years I’ve seen a large 
influx of buyers seeking waterfront 
homes with either close proximity 
to a marina, or homes with private 
dockage.

When boaters are searching for the 
ideal neighborhood to live in and 
get out on the water, my top 
recommendation is Redwood in 
Sag Harbor Village. It is inside 

_ the Sag Harbor bridge and very 
protected, while still offering good 
water depth at the end of the dock. 
Also, Sag Harbor is a great boating 
destination, because it’s very easy to get 

out into Gardiners Bay for fishing, lounging 
and lunching destinations. Also, if you like to yacht-watch, the mega- 
yachts in Sag Harbor display the latest and greatest in yacht design 
and maybe more importantly, yacht toys. There are also a few marinas 
nearby to service, launch or haul your yacht. The Clearwater Beach 
and Lion Head Beach communities in East Hampton offer great deals 
for boats no larger than 25 to 30 feet. Though somewhat shallow, the 
harbor is very well protected, and the channel out to Gardiners Bay, 
and some of the best fishing in the Hamptons, is only 500 feet long. 
There are also white sand beaches next to the marinas for those who 
would rather watch than float. The most valuable feature in waterfront 
real estate is good depth of water at low tide. Most waterfront out here 
is only 1-3 feet deep at the end of the dock at low tide, so expect to pay 
a premium for a true deep water dock. Your yacht will thank you!

It’s so fun to go out 
and anchor, swim or watch the sunset, and go to lunch or 
dinner at Sunset Beach, Greenport, or Duryea’s in Montauk 
or on the North Fork! We also love to take short trips; we 
were just in Newport, and plan on going to Nantucket and 
Block Island this summer too. There is also amazing fishing 
and it is the season right now. Cutter, who works with me, is 
an excellent fisherman. He just caught a huge striped bass 
right off Sag Harbor!

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Ray Card puts the finishing touches on one of his latest works.

ay. Card has been” 4 
carpenter for 47 years. 
A skilled woodworker 
from Sag Harbor, he 
has done everything 
from working on a 
14.000-square-foot 
house to small jobs, from $30,000 cabinetry 
yrojects to repair work. 

None has been more meaningful to 
both him and his customers than his most 
recent’ endeavor creating handcrafted 
American flags that not only serve as a 
patriotic symbol to display, but pay homage 
to people’s service. 

“This whole thing started two years 
ago,” Card explains one Saturday afternoon 
in his home shop. “It was a shock two years 
ago when I had like three jobs going, | 


had two guys working with me and all of 


a sudden people call me up and said, ‘You 
can’t work here no more’ because of the 
pandemic.” 

He was left with the question a lot of people 
were asking as the COVID-19 shutdown 
began, “Now what am I going to do?” 
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He quickly found something to keep his 
skills sharp. 

“I was looking online one day and I saw 
a thing on YouTube about making these 
wood flags. I said, ‘Well, hell, | can make 
‘em!’ So 1 started out with one or two and 
I did a fire department logo on them, and 
suys in my department here in Sag Harbor, 
they scooped them right up.” 

Thanks to social media and sharing 
photographs with his friends, he realized 
there was a demand, not just for the 
decorative pieces, but for high-quality 
work. 

Ray’s Flags are made of pine, not 
plywood or fence post like many homemade 
flags that can be seen around the internet. 
“Some guys just make shit and sell ‘em,” he 
says with a laugh. 

Requests have been pouring in for the 
flags, typically 38 inches wide by 19-and-a- 
halfinches tall. He’s made them with police 
department logos. with specific badges. 
and with the thin blue line symbolizing 
law enforcement support. For firefighters, 
there are flags with the thin red line. He’s 


had special order requests for flags with 
East End department patches, which are 
all hand-painted onto the flag. 

For his niece in North Carolina who is 
a nurse, he made one with the caduceus 
medical symbol. Another niece is a 
dispatcher in Southold Town and he made 
her one with a headset. 

He’s even done combination designs 
with a half flag each for two countries. For 
instance, after Russia began the war with 
Ukraine, he made one with the American 
and Ukrainian flags and the words, “Pray 
for the people of Ukraine.” 

“Next thing I knew I was doing like 50 
of ‘em, so I said, ‘Let me expand this, So 
that’s when I started making like these 
coat racks,” he says pointing to a piece of 
pine painted with an American flag and 
hooks for hanging. 

Also in Card’s repertoire are crosses 
and holders for challenge coins, which 
are carried by an organization’s members 
bearing their insignia or emblem. 

It started out as “a way to keep busy 
and to make a few bucks” during COVID. 
After his daughter made him a shirt for 
Christmas that says, “Ray’s Flags,” business 
cards then followed, a Facebook page called 
Ray’s Flags, and now it’s a business. But it 
is not so much a money-making endeavor 
as a labor of love. He says it’s something 
with purpose. 

“I’ve done it at every branch of the 
service,” Card says. Requests have included 
putting the Navy SEALs’ Special Warfare 
insignia — an eagle clutching a U.S. Navy 
anchor, trident. and flintlock-style pistol 
— and the Marine Corps emblem - the 
eagle, globe. and anchor — on the flag. 
Some items have even been done in gold 
leaf. 

He’s also made flags in honor of New 
York City police officers killed in the line 
of duty. 

Card has always felt strongly about the 
flag. “I’m a fanatic for flags,” he says. 

A former sergeant in the Marine Corps 
and a 40-year member of the Sag Harbor 
Fire Department, service is important to 
him and the flag is the ultimate symbol. 

As a Vietnam veteran who served four 
years, “I’ve buried a lot of guys. I’ve folded 
a lot of flags,” he says. 

Following the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, 
“I spent three months down at the Trade 
Center after the towers went down.” He 
says he was one of four volunteers who got 
to stand on the ramp during the closing 
ceremonies and he carried one of 343 flags 
(one for each of the firefighters killed). 


“I used to carry around 20 flags in my 
truck, I used to get ‘em from the lumber 
yard. They were like 12 bucks a piece,” he 
recalls. If he saw a tattered American flag 
flying, he would replace it and offer to take 
the worn-out one to the American Legion, 
where they are disposed of properly in a 
flag-burning ceremony. 

Asked what the flag means to him, he 
says simply: “God. Country. Freedom.” 

“I just always had a thing for the 
American flag. I mean, there’s nothing 
more beautiful — seeing the American flag 
flying,” he continues. 

“I’ve gotten grief online from different 
people saying, ‘You desecrate the flag’,.” 
says Card, but he knows the protocols all 
too well. “No, I’m not. That’s a facsimile of 
a flag. A flag is a cloth object that’s made. 
That’s the difference,” he explains.” 

Several of the flags he’s made have been 
in honor of New York City firemen who 
have died of 9/11-related illnesses, like Ray 
Pfeifer who fought for healthcare benefits 
for those who survived the terrorist attacks 
and spent time digging for survivors and 
bodies. In 2017, he died from complications 
of several cancers. 

The process of making the flag signs 
begins with a 1-by-12-foot piece of pine that 
he buys from Riverhead Building Supply 
and then cuts into inch-and-a-half-wide 
strips with a table saw. “I'll rip up 13 pieces 
of pine and this is my jig,” he says, showing 
his setup. “And then I'l] just stack them all.” 

He reorganizes the stack on his table 
and points to a knot on one of the pieces 
of wood. “When you have a knot, you make 
that come up in the union (section) because 
that’s gonna be dark blue, you won’t even

see il, he explains. 

He uses a wedge to keep the 13 pieces 
together while he attaches them with wood 
across the back. Next comes the sanding to 
smooth the wood. 

After the Old Glory Blue paint is applied 
in the union, he puts on the first coat of 
sealer. Then it’s ready for the 50 white 
stars in the canton on the upper left, done 
with a stencil. If there is any lettering or 
writing on the particular flag sign he is 
working on, he’ll do that next. 

Though Old Glory is, of course, red, 
white and blue, few of his designs have 
white on the stripes “because everybody 
likes the more natural look, instead of 
being a bright white.” He takes a torch to 
the wood to give it a rustic look. 

It takes him four to five hours each to 
complete a standard flag. 

He applies four coats of exterior water- 
based polyurethane. “They'll last,” he 
says. “They hang up. You could leave them 
outside in the weather. Nothing’s gonna 
happen to them.” 

It doesn’t feel like work to him. “This is 
therapy. It keeps the mind going. 

“Everybody says that, you know, it’s 
artwork. No, it’s not. It’s the flag!” Card 
says. 

Does he consider himself a craftsman? 

“I don’t know. I would say I’m a good 
woodworker. Craftsman is a big word. Now 


you could take a craftsman — he could 
build that table 25 times that’d be exactly 
the same. Every time, the finish looks good 
and everything else. A good woodworker 
could do the same thing, but he can make 
that more, 10 other variations of that.” 

“I enjoy what J do. I mean, that’s the 
other difference. You have to like what 
youre doing. A lot of guys go to work every 
day, but it’s just a job, right? I don’t. I’ve 
never done that.”

n accidental idea that 
arose quite © literally 
over drinks by the 


fire on a late summer 
night in the Hamptons 
led to a business for 
two friends. The Beach 
Glass, a patented ball and stem design, 
holds the glass upright in sand, grass and 
even snow. 

“We were having drinks one night at 
my house,” which was under construction, 
explains Jason Klinge, a Southampton- 
based contractor. He and a friend, David 
D’Agostino, were sitting in beach chairs 
around a little outdoor fireplace by a pile 
of sand, which was there for some masonry 
work going on. 

“| had a glass of wine and we were 
drinking — and you know where that ends 
up!” Klinge says with a laugh. “I broke the 
bottom off my wine glass and I just stuck 
it in the sand there,” he recalls. “We both 
kind of just looked at each other and said, 
‘Hey, man, that could be — if it hasn’t been 
done before — this could be a cool idea.”

“The day after Jason stuck the broken 
stem of his wine glass into the sand I began 
researching, Jooking for similar products 
and patents and discovered there were 
none,” D’Agostino recalls. 

D'Agostino thought it was a “fun and 
fantastic concept” and wasted no time 
designing the new glassware. 

D’Agostino made the original prototype 
from a wine glass and a wooden drumstick 
by sanding the stick to a point, cutting it 
shorter, and hot-gluing it to the wine glass’ 
stem. 

“After sticking it into the sand [ realized 
it made sense to have something to stop 
il Soing too far in, or to at least serve as a 
visual stopping point, so that the bow! of 
the glass did not come into contact with the 
sand,” he explains. 

“| took a foam, ping-pong-sized_ ball 
my young son had found, drilled a hole 
through it (he was cool with it!), and slid 
it onto the drumstick. After playing with 
various positions, sliding the ball up and 
down the stem and sticking it into different 
densities of sand, we found the ideal stem 
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The ball on the stem of both the original glass and the more modern spinoff, the Caribbean Beach Glass, acts as a stopping point for going into the sand.

But it’s also a reusable 
alternative to disposable, single-use 
plastic and styrofoam cups that are often 
brought to public beaches (and improperly 
discarded) since glass isn’t allowed. 

The inventors. coined it, “Outdoor 
drinkware evolved.” 

The glass does that and more. 

Another happy accident: It floats. 

“After we made it and we had it on the 
market already, I brought it into my pool 
one day while I was drinking and I placed 
jt in the water. I realized at that point that 
it could float!” 

It has been nearly 10 years since the 
friends went into business under the name 
Beachware LLC. Early on, it was featured 
on ABC’s Good Morning America. “As soon as 
it was on that, it was, like a day or two later, 
sold out completely. And it was like 20,000 
units,” he says. 

The product was sold for a time at Bed, 
Bath and Beyond. “The sales were pretty 
strong. We started selling wholesale to 
retailers around the country and then 
around the world.”

The product has also evolved a bit 
over time. To meet the demand for other 
beverages, they created the Caribbean 
Beach Glass for beer, margaritas, mojitos 
and even for children’s water and _ soft 
drinks. With a sleek, modern shape, it 
offers a rocks glass atop the same stem. 
The colors really pique one’s longing for a 
coastal vacation: Indigo Skies, Cerulean 
Seas, Jasmine Coast, Mint Mojito, Seashell 
White, Bonfire Orange and Coral Pink. 

Designing stemware was not something 
either Klinge or D’Agostino ever imagined 
they would be doing. They had never 
invented anything before, but they did end 
up securing two patents. 

“I don’t consider myself an inventor, 
but 1 was determined to sec __ this 
through,” D’Agostino says. “Turns out 
that for inventors, as with all pursuits, 
determination is just as important as ideas 
and creativity, if not more so.” 

Looking forward, D’Agostino says the 
pair are looking for ways to make their 
product even more sustainable. 

“We have begun testing biodegradable 
additives that can be combined into raw 
acrylic during manufacturing,” he says.

Today’s boats have high 
powered engines that 
transport them over the 
ocean’s currents, from 
local waters to distant 
shores. 

Though their numbers have dwindled 
over the years, there are still a few boat 
builders on Long Island who have honed 
their skills crafting the ultimate watercraft 
for fishing and pleasure. 


Classic Staying Power 

At CH Marine, the boatbuilding division 
of Coecles Harbor Marina & Boatyard on 
Shelter Island, they’re still building classic 
“Runabout” boats. 

“People are looking for speed, easy 
replaceability and the wow factor,” says 
Peter Needham, co-owner of the company 
that from the late 1980s to 2005 built 
four Runabouts for Billy Joel, after he 
commissioned the original design. (Coecles 
Harbor Marina & Boatyard has been family 
owned and operated since 1973.) 

The trend is a switch from a combination 


= 


of inboard/outboard motors to exclusively 
outboard power on vessels predominantly 
35 feet and less. 

“Now they’ve come out with bigger and 
bigger engines, so we’re seeing them on 
boats up to 60, 65 feet,” says Needham. 

A top Runabout model goes up to 740 
horsepower, a notion that was unheard-of 
just a few years ago. 

“They put two, three or five of them on 
the back of the boat,” Needham says. “The 
part for us that’s really attractive is they’re 
really quiet compared to the diesel motors 
we were using.” 

In the last decade or so, builders have

been using better fiberglass, cloth, and resin 
materials, as well as improved construction 
techniques. 

“The boats are more engineered than 
they were in the past, so they’re stronger 
and lighter,” says Needham. 

Some builders are emulating the slick 
European style popularized by Van Dutch 
boats, but Needham says there’s still a 
market for more traditional boats. 

“Some people aren’t into the modern 
design look,” he says. 


Greater Comfort at Sea 

Over the half-century Steiger Craft has 
been in business in Bellport, boats have 
evolved from commercial to sports fishing 
to family/cruising boats, but the pilothouse 
style has remained the same. 

“There’s nothing new or cutting edge 
about our designs,” says George Yurcak, 
vice president, who notes that they have 
countless East End customers, particularly 
in Montauk and the North Fork, including 
the peripatetic Piano Man himself. “Our 
innovations are really in creature comforts 
and features for guys that fish and families.” 

Recently, Steiger Craft has been

including a Seakeeper in their design: a 
gyroscopic stabilizer which keeps the boat 
from rocking. Other changes are in seating 
configurations for people who cruise more, 
including dinettes, hybrid pedestal couches, 
and comfortable drop-down seating in the 
stern. 

“The fit and finish has changed over time 
to be more feature friendly,” says Yurcak. 

Years ago, boatbuilders, who built fishing 
boats for fishermen and clammers, weren't 
thinking about how families would be 
utilizing the boats. 

“But now we realize a lot of the market 
has got to be a split: It’s got to be half family, 
half fishing. That’s the way a guy can spend 
anywhere between $100,000 and $300,000 
and still get the okay from his wife,” quips 
Yurcak. 

Crafting about 100 boats each year, 
Steiger gel-coats each boat in a variety of 


colors. 

“White’s really popular now, because we 
don’t charge anything for it,” says Yurcak. 
“When they want light blue, light yellow, 
light green, they'll pay an extra cost for that. 
And if they want dark colors, there’s double 
the extra charge for that.” 


Consoles at the Center 

Superboat, based in Lindenhurst and 
Copiague, builds high performance sports 
and race boats to order. 

Trending now are center consoles, with a 
stand or sit console in the middle of the boat, 
says Superboat owner John Coen, who’s been 
in business since 1970 and served numerous 
East End boaters. 

“Tt doesn’t have a cabin in the bow and you 
walk right up to the bow,” explains Coen. 

What started out as fishing boats have, 
for the most part, transformed into high 


performance 45-foot vessels that have plush 
upholstery and four to six outboard motors, 
reaching speeds of 90 mph, notes Coen. 

Starting at 16 or 18 feet and going up to 55 
feet, center console boats range from $25,000 
to $10 million. 

“If you'd said that back 20 years ago, you 
would have never believed it: A center console 
boat was basically a barebones boat made for 
fishing,” says Coen. 

Also trending are aluminum deck/pontoon 
boats, mostly in the 20- to 26-foot range, 
notes Coen. 

“It’s like having a big patio on the water,” 
Coen says. “You don’t see them too much here, 
because the bays are rough here. But in the 
lakes and in calm places: thousands of them.” 

The deck features lounge chairs and a 
steering console on the side. 

“They’re made for just hanging around,” 
says Coen.

ver the ‘erry to 
Shelter Island, 
down at the end of 
Crescent Beach, sits 
a classic American 
resort. called the 
Pridwin. For much 
of its 95 years it has remained the same — a 
large main building overlooking the Peconic 
Bay across to Greenport, cottages dotting 
the seven acres, a casual restaurant where 
the fire department would hold its annual 
dinner. 

After 60 years of running the hotel, the 
Petry family has taken on a partner, Cape 
Resorts, to achieve an impressive two-year 
renovation and restoration, which is being 
unveiled this summer, just as Shelter Island 
is undergoing a transformation and being 
re-discovered, if you will. 

The Petrys know the property’s potential 
as a luxury year-round destination resort. 
Cape Resorts, which runs Baron’s Cove in 
Sag Harbor, has helped them realize a long- 
standing dream, with a more contemporary 
approach and state-of-the-art services and 
amenities, while also preserving character 
and tradition. 

“It’s just got such a heritage,” says Curtis 
Bashaw, the managing partner of Cape 
Resorts. “It’s sort of iconic — its campus that’s

seven acres on the water with the docks, the 
pool. It’s really a destination resort in the 
fullest sense of the word.” 

The 49-room waterfront hotel includes 
four floors in the main house, where there are 
two floors for guest rooms and two for public 
areas, along with 16 individual, freestanding 
private cottages with fireplaces. There is 
a pool, a full-service spa and a restaurant, 
as well as a private beach with 120-foot east 
and west docks that offer a full bar and food 
services, as well as water activities, such as 
sailing and fishing. 


Deep History 

Glenn Petry, the current owner, says 
the Pridwin first opened in 1927 and his 
grandparents Fred and Mildred Petry 
started visiting it in the early 1930s. “They 
were actually patrons of the hotel through 
the ‘30s, ‘440s and ‘5o0s,” he explains. 

Glenn’s father and mother, Dick and 
Edie Petry, were married in 1957 and while 
working in New York City, “my father had 
one eye looking out to escape the city,” he 
says. “My grandfather noticed that the 
Pridwin was for sale in 1960-61,” and he 
offered to invest in it if his son would do the 
work. 

“So my father and his best friend at 
the time, Paul Mobius — they went to the 
Merchant Marine Academy together — 
partnered up and took over the Pridwin in 
1961. The first season they ran it was in ‘62.” 

Glenn grew up on Shelter Island and 
worked at the Pridwin in the summer. “I 
took a bit of a hiatus after college . . .I was 
not involved in the hotel for many years.” 
That is until his father was ready to semi- 
retire around 2000, after running the hotel 
for 38 years. 

Glenn was introduced to Bashaw about 
five years ago. “I heard what he had done to 
Congress Hall. It was precisely the type of

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Aldo’s Cafe in Greenport Goes 
to Market for $4.5 Million

Ido’s Cafe with its old-world style, signature 

coffee, and famous biscotti that ships to cus- 
tomers worldwide, has been a mainstay in the Vil- 
lage of Greenport since 1987. 

But, like a satisfying cup of coffee, all good things 
must come to an end. 

The iconic North Fork business and its build- 
ing at 103 Front Street, on a 0.9-acre prop- 
erty at the edge of Mitchell Park and 
Marina, are now on the market, listed 
last month for $4.5 million.

He admits when the building and business are 
sold, it’s going to be a big adjustment. “I’m not

The other item he missed from France was cof- 
fee. “Same as the bread coming in the plastic bag, 
the coffee was coming in a one-pound can,” he says. 
“T could not get any pleasure, any satisfaction. Not 
that I was an expert — I was not.” 

While Maiorana couldn’t describe what he was 
longing for in coffee, he just knew it was missing 
something. “You either like something or you don’t. 
I was not searching for something in particular. 
The same as when you are having a good glass of 
wine, you don’t need to be a specialist to know you 
like the wine.” 

He says he was happy to try his hand at roasting 
coffee. 

His interest in finding a good tasse de café, if you 
will, led him to the Fancy Food Show at the Javits 
Center, where he met someone who had started 
manufacturing coffee roasters. “Right away, I 
wanted one. It was small — 7 kilos, 12 pounds. That 
was the first thing that I bought.” 

In July of 1987, Maiorana opened his doors at 
103 Front Street. He was baking bread, catering 
and even selling meats. Aldo’s has had several it- 
erations over the years, including a specialty food 
store and a restaurant in the ’90s. 

Maiorana says it’s important “to reinvent your- 
self every couple of years.” 

Selling biscotti and then shipping it out became 
his claim to fame. His first wholesale customer

was Dean & DeLuca, an upscale grocery store that 
started in SoHo in Manhattan, then Grace’s Mar- 
ketplace, an Upper East Side landmark. 

“Then, pretty soon, we're shipping all over 
America,” Maiorana recalls. “When Dean & 
DeLuca was acquired, pretty soon I was shipping 
to California, Kansas, North Carolina, Ireland, up 
to Japan.” In the early 2000s, he explains, a Dean 
& DeLuca opened in Tokyo. 

“In the Hamptons, I was selling to everybody 
also,” he says, rattling off names, such as The 
Golden Pear, Ina Garten’s Barefoot Contessa in 
East Hampton, the Red Horse Market when it was 
owned by advertising executive and restaurateur 
Jerry Della Femina. 

He believes he was one of, and perhaps the first, 
on Long Island to roast coffee. 

Aldo’s Coffee Company now offers in-house 
roasting, a European-style cafe and a recently fab- 
ricated coffee bar with state-of-the-art equipment, 
including a 25-pound roaster. 

The 1,700-square-foot, two-story structure is 
zoned as a mixed-use commercial building. Aldo’s 
roasters, cafe and kitchen can be found on the 
ground floor, while the second floor houses offices 
and storage space. 

There is always interest in Greenport commer- 
cial real estate, says Dunbar, who is representing 
another commercial space in the village as well. 

“It’s a good piece of real estate — a two-story 
building with views,” Dunbar says, adding that the 
outdoor seating area “catches the harbor breeze” 
as the patio is on the harbor side of the building. It 
also allows customers sitting outside to be “in the 
midst of the marine experience.” 

The commercial certificate of occupancy cur-

rently allows 39 seats, according to Dunbar. There 
are now 25 inside, and the outdoor patio can seat 
14 to 20 outside. 

Also, the premises has been approved for a li- 
quor license. 

“I will speak for all the North Fork, we would 
love for his legacy to continue,” Dunbar says. She 
points out that Maiorana is open to the possibility 
of participating in the business post-sale to expand 
the brand and its products. 

The book of business includes Aldo’s brand, a 
fast-growing e-commerce site, as well as all of the 
equipment, furnishings and recipes. A full list of 
items included in the sale is available for review. 

“Hopefully, if somebody acquires it,” Maiorana 
says, “it’s going to be somebody who can continue 
and make what I started bigger, better.”

t’s a box of chocolate that gives the 

North Fork credit where it’s due; 
whether it’s honoring this part of 
the island’s artistic minds, culinary 
specialties or even the local booze ca- 
pability. The 2022 Ode to the North 
Fork bonbon collection from Disset 
Chocolate is a way to show love for the 
community where this handcrafted 
chocolate is made. 

“Disset Chocolate is an artisanal 
chocolate company where we hand- 
make everything right here on the 
North Fork of Long Island,” says 
Ursula XVII, the chocolatier from 
Barcelona, Spain who founded Dis- 
set Chocolate. “We have a storefront 
in Cutchogue on the Main Road as 
well. Basically, we like to say that we 
are farm to bonbon in a lot of aspects, 
from purveyor to chocolate, as much 
as we can. We pride ourselves on be- 
ing local and sustainable.” 

Even the cacao — which very often 
comes from an industry known for 
child labor and forced labor, accord- 
ing to humantraffickingsource.org — 
is responsibly traded and sourced. 

“If we could get cacao from the 
North Fork, we would,” Ursula says. 
“But since we can’t, we at least make 
sure that we’re getting it from respon- 
sible farms that pay their employees as 
much.” All around, Ursula says, Disset 
is a chocolate brand here on the North 
Fork that customers can feel good 
purchasing, and can enjoy the taste of 
it too, with flavors ranging from the 
traditional dark chocolate for the pur- 
ist, to the more “fun” flavors. 

“And a big example of that is our 
Ode to the North Fork collection,” Ur- 
sula says. The bonbons found in this 
special box of chocolate include: 

Blood Orange Aperitivo: Dark 
chocolate ganache infused with 
Matchbook Distilling Co. Elsewhere 
Blood Orange Aperitivo liqueur, filled 
with candied orange peels. 

Goat Cheese: Catapano goat 
cheese and caramelized white choco- 
late ganache in dark chocolate shell. 


Potato Chips: North Fork Chips 
praline. 

Bagel: Featuring everything bagel 
with cream cheese flavors from The 
Eccentric Bagel. 

Lemon Confit: Noah’s lemon con- 
fit caramel ganache in a bitter dark 
chocolate.

praline with honey butter and chunks 
of Main Road Biscuit Co. signature 
biscuits. 

English Butter Toffee: Matching 
Magic Fountain’s traditional English 
butter toffee with salted caramel over 
English butter toffee white chocolate 
ganache and a Heath toffee presse. 

The unique collection not only fea- 
tures North Fork flavors, it also fea- 
tures local creativity. 

“Basically, in our Ode to the North 
Fork collection, our ninth collabora- 
tor is always an artist,” Ursula says. 
“When we were trying to figure who 
we wanted our artist collaborator to 
be, we thought we would reach out 
to an art teacher at Mattituck High 
(School), and she gathered the art 


club all the way from junior high to 
senior year in high school.” 

Ursula held a workshop for the 
students, eventually giving them the 
chance to collaborate with the brand 
by creating the map on the box. 

The map selected in the Mattituck- 
Cutchogue High School Art Depart- 
ment contest, which encouraged the 
students to create a map with their 
favorite art form, was by student Ella 
Glover. The map points out where 
each of the local artisans featured in 
the bonbons is located on the North 
Fork. Disset’s followers on Instagram 
voted for their favorite map that 
would be displayed on the box. 

“(She’s) an amazing, amazing art- 
ist,” Ursula says. “If ’'m not mistak- 
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en, she got into every art school she 
applied to this year ... She’s really 
into animals, saving the Earth and 
bringing attention and awareness to 
some of the extinct creatures on the 
planet.” 

The goal of this ongoing project, 
Ursula says, is to give a “thank you” 
to this community, and to not only 
highlight what Disset does, but also 
bring attention to various establish- 
ments that helps create the North 
Fork’s uniqueness. 

“What really inspires us to bring 
the kids into the picture, is really that 
there’s a whole community that we 
don’t even think of yet,” Ursula says. 
“Some might end up being business 
owners soon ... We really wanted to 
bring in the children of our commu- 
nity, and we found out there’s a really 
amazing art program over there in 
Mattituck.” 

The collection can be found for $49 
at Atelier Disset Chocolate in Cu- 
tchogue (28080 Main Road). 

“Tt’s been really popular,” Ursula 
says. “People have already been com- 
ing in this first week that it’s been live. 
We've already had some overnight 
shipments to other states in the West 
Coast. It’s something that people look 
forward to, and it’s a piece of home 
you can send to people. People are 
always excited, and even in the weeks 
leading up to it, people try to guess 
who is going to be in this next box.”

Something lo Wine About: 
Sannino Vineyard’s 
2019 Prima Rossa

ust like we all know you can 
acco wear white after 
Labor Day, you can also drink 
red after Memorial Day. Though 
you may choose to temporar- 
ily back away from the heavy- 
bodied reds that keep you warm 
during New York’s brutal win- 
ter months, there are plenty 
of medium-bodied and lighter 
reds from the vineyards here on 
Long Island to enjoy regardless 
of the weather. If you happen to 
be searching for fresh red wines 
that you can enjoy all summer 
long, the Bordeaux-style 2019 


Prima Rossa from the North 
Fork’s Sannino Vineyard is one 
you should definitely add to your 
collection. The nose is intoxicat- 
ingly floral, and the flavor is of 
lightly charred cherry. The finish 
is fresh. 

This satisfying and _ lyrical 
wine is created from 45% cab- 
ernet Franc, 45% merlot and 
10% petit verdot. According to 
Anthony Sannino, winemaker 
and owner of Sannino Vineyard, 
“All of the wines were in neutral 
barrels for 18-plus months.” He 
adds, “Most of these barrels are 
French oak and a small percent- 
age could be Hungarian oak.” 

While the Prima Rossa is a 


wonderful wine to have with bar- 
becue, hamburgers, steak and 
Italian dishes with red sauce, as 
a lovely medium-bodied wine it 
can also pair with lighter fare, 
like salmon, and fruit. You might 
even choose to serve this versa- 
tile wine just slightly chilled. 

Reasonably priced at only $28 
a bottle, the 2019 Sannino Prima 
Rossa really is a wine for all 
seasons.

Pridwin because, the Pridwin has always 
been super seasonal, you know? My father 
expanded it when he first took it over. It 
went from Memorial Day to Labor Day and 
it was over. He was able to expand it to six 
months with weddings and things on the 
weekends, in the off-season.” 

But, Petry knew there was even more 
potential. “I’ve always just felt the property 
to be magic.” 

The family visited Bashaw’s Cape May 
property, full for the holidays with its 


decorated ballroom and Christmas buffet. 
The visit convinced even Glenn’s father. 

“The island kind of has always bent 
towards the North Fork. But the most recent 
pressures on the island have come from the 
South Fork,” Petry says. “I think my dad was 
eager to kind of keep it bending to the north.” 
He didn’t want it to lose its character. 

“The beauty of what we’re doing right 
now is we are keeping the same number 
of rooms and the same number of seats 
in the restaurant. There’s not any kind of

additional use to the property,” he says. 

Some of the space is being used differently. 
They sacrificed some rooms to make other 
rooms larger, but they also gained a few 
cottages. “We end up at the same number 
of accommodations, but just using the land 
differently, because we did have space to 
grow. 

“There will be more guests, which will 
be better for the island too, because it'll be 
people visiting in the off-season, which is 
like the goose that lays the golden egg for so 
many small businesses.” 

One of the things Glenn also liked was 
that he saw Congress Hall is a source of 
pride for the Cape May community and that 
is his hope for the Pridwin. “She gets her 
makeover and Shelter Island will be very 
proud again.” 

Cape Resorts is a leading regional 
hospitality investment and management 
company with a portfolio of nine resort 
properties in New York and New Jersey, 
including a collection of hotels in Cape May, 
NJ, such as the historic Congress Hall, which 
is 204 years old. 

Bashaw plans to extend the hotel’s season 
as they have done elsewhere. 

“Curtis had kind of cracked the code on 
that at Congress Hall and he had also done 
an absolutely stunning restoration of that 
hotel,” says Glenn. 

“We’re confident in that we’ve done that 
in the other markets where we’ve been,” 
Bashaw says, adding that Congress Hall had 
a season of Memorial Day weekend through 
Labor Day weekend at first. “Then Memorial 
Day through Columbus Day, and we’ve now

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turned it into a year-round destination, 
filling up with weekend getaway folks all 
year long. And we think that the Pridwin, 
because of its size and the public spaces 
that it has both inside and outside, we'll be 
able to really push the season through the 
holidays here.” 

Eventually, he hopes it will be open year- 
round. 

“This has eight times as much public 
space as Baron’s Cove,” Bashaw says. “We 
have three fireplaces in the public spaces 
of Pridwin; the main lobby, the bar area 
and then outside on the covered terrace. 
So we think we can create a cozy winter 
destination vibe,” he continues. “We’ve got 
the nook on the landing. We’ve got the main 
lobby. We’ve got the lower lobby. We’ve got 
a game room. We’ve got the bar. You’ve got 
plenty of places to hang out, even if it’s a 
blustery weekend.” 

The hotel at Baron’s Cove, which 
underwent a major renovation in 2014, 
closes for five weeks in January and is open 


just before Valentine’s Day. The restaurant 


remains open at least every weekend and its 
season has also been extended each year. 

He believes it is the generosity of space 
and the grounds that set the Pridwin apart, 
and the timing couldn’t have been more 
perfect. 

“I’ve been observing and coming out to 
the East End for 30 years and have always 
loved Shelter Island,” Bashaw says, adding 
it’s exciting to see what else is going on on 
Shelter Island. 

The Chequit, a 150-year-old hotel and 
restaurant in Shelter Island Heights, just 
underwent a renovation overseen by Stacy 
Soloviev, in partnership with Soloviev 
Group, the parent company of Crossroads 
America, whose CEO is Stacy’s billionaire 
ex-husband Stefan Soloviev — one of the 
nation’s largest landowners. The Ram’s 
Head Inn also changed hands last year. 

Glenn Petry agrees. “Everywhere you 
look there’s something of significance 
happening,” he says. “Some of the old places 
are turning over and getting renovated and 
then a bank turning into a restaurant,” 
referring to the plans from Valerie Mnuchin 
and her father Robert. Her brother is Steven 
Mnuchin, the Secretary of the Treasury 
during the Trump administration. 

“I think the ferry will always maintain 
the special character” of the island, Glenn 
Petry says.

Design for Cape Resorts and Curtis’ sister, 
oversaw the property’s re-design, described 
as “playful, yet classic and casual with an 
eclectic mix of old and new” to achieve the 
feel of a timeless seaside resort. 

“With the distinctly beautiful landscape 
of Shelter Island, our aesthetic for The 
Pridwin builds upon the hotel’s image of 
classic Adirondack summer camps and 
cottages,” Colleen Bashaw says. 

They kept the exterior white with its 
signature hunter-green window casements.

The upper lobby’s reception and 
concierge area feature original wainscoting 
and hardwood floors.

The main dining room and adjoining 
Crescent Bar, which will serve fresh fish and 
seafood, feature wood and teal banquettes 
with hand-painted checkerboard floors, as 
well as candy red, white and pink cabana 
stripe awnings over the bar areas and 
window valances. A double-sided fireplace

ibby Owens is a_ busy 
mom of four. She hosts an 
award-winning, popular 
podcast, “Moms Don’t Have 
Time to Read Books,” on 
which she has interviewed 
First Lady and Senator 
Hillary Clinton, First Lady Jill Biden, singer- 
songwriter Alicia Keys, actress Natalie 
Portman, and hundreds of other New York 
Times bestselling writers. She’s an author 
with a memoir, Bookends, out July 1, and 
she’s launching a publishing company, Zibby 
Books, and even a podcast network. 

It’s no wonder that when she and 
her husband, Kyle Owens, bought. their 
Hamptons house three years ago, they bought 
a move-in-ready house fully furnished. 

“There was another family who had been 
living there, also with small children, and 
we were looking for something that didn’t 
need a lot of work and we walked in and I 
was like, ‘Leave the coffee table, books — 
don’t touch anything, just leave it and run, 
And that is literally what they did.” 

The Water Mill property holds a tennis 
court, a must since her husband is a former 
tennis pro. “That was the number one thing 
that we insisted on having at a house,” she 
explains. 

When they bought the home, the couple 
had been renting around the corner and 
liked the neighborhood. The beach being 
close by and her brother living biking 
distance away are definite benefits. 
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One of podcaster and author Zibby Owens’ favorite places in her Hamptons home is on the couch, 


where she curls up with her dog, Nya, and a good book. 


The podcaster has been coming to the 
Hamptons since 1979. Until she was 2 or 3, 
her family rented in Pound Ridge, but every 
summer since, they have made a home on 
the East End. Her parents soon built a house 
in East Hampton. (Her father is billionaire 
businessman and philanthropist Stephen A. 
Schwarzman.) 

When Owens and her second husband 
were on a house hunt, there were a few other 
must-haves, as well, and this home fit the bill. 

“I have four kids, so I wanted each kid 
to have their own room and also to have 
room for friends and family to come, stay, 
help out and all of that. I really wanted all

the bedrooms, all the kids’ bedrooms to be 
on the same floor as my bedroom because I 
think my kids come in in the middle of the 
night more than any other kids in the world 
— still to this day,” she says. 

The outdoor space was important too. 
“We wanted to have a pool and room for a 
pickup baseball game in the backyard,” she 
continues. 

Her family ends up spending a lot of time 
on the trampoline as it’s an activity all of 
her children — the 15-year-old twins, a 
soon-to-be 9-year-old and a 7-year-old — 
can all do together. “I think we spend more 
time on the trampoline than in the pool,” 
she says. “I feel like that was my major mode 
of exercise throughout the pandemic and 
it’s not bad at all.” 

She loves that the large home affords 
everyone their own space, but also lends 
itself to gathering as a family. Her kitchen 
opens into the living room, which is next 
to what she describes as “a hangout space 
where we play board games and the kids 
have all their toys. So we’re all generally 
together, which is really important to me.” 

“I must say the walls are not thick in this 
house at all,” she says with a laugh. “I know 
when someone is taking a shower from 
anywhere in the house, but I like knowing 
that I can hear, that I can yell and talk to 
anybody at any point and... nobody’s off, in 
their own wing.” 

When the pandemic hit in 2020, they 
retreated from the city to Water Mill, from 


March until September 2020 when school 
began, again. “My gosh, we were so lucky. 
I don’t take it for granted for a minute. We 
were so lucky to have it.” 

Her home in the Hamptons is traditional 
and comfortable. “My home in New York 
is very colorful,” she says, but this home 
already had more neutral tones, “which is 
not something I generally gravitate towards, 
but it just kind of works.” 

“Then over the pandemic, | let the kids 
all redo their rooms,” she exclaims. The 
children wanted their space to reflect their 
own styles. 

“My younger son has like a great eye. ... 

He’s only 7. I’m ready to have him redo the 
whole house!” she says. At first, she wasn’t 
so sure. “I’m like, ‘Really? You think this 
bright orange carpet is going to go with 
bright green walls?’ And he’s like, ‘Trust me.’ 
And then it ends up looking great. So who 
knows?” 
_ At first, she felt it was unnecessary, but 
with not much else to do, she relented as 
long as they stuck to a reasonable budget. “I 
let them do it and now they love it and take 
such ownership of their own spaces,” she 
says of the final results. 

She and her 15-year-old daughter spent 
two days putting up wallpaper they bought 
on Amazon — “which I’ve never recovered 
from” — and string lights. “We went to TJ 
Maxx in the Bridgehampton Commons 
and bought new bedding and fun towels,” 
she says, adding they ordered rugs from 
Overstock and Wayfair. 

When the pandemic hit, she had already 
been doing her podcast for two years and 
was well-known as “a book-fluencer.” By 
2019 she had 200 podcasts under her belt, 
which had been downloaded more than one 
million times. 

That March, though, “The day after we 
got there, I was in my parka jumping on 
the trampoline with the kids and I was 
just thinking, ‘Oh my gosh, what is gonna 
happen with all of the book releases that are 
coming out?” 

She says she was “very much tapped into 
‘pub day’ and what it meant for books to 
come out and all of that.” She wanted to do 
something to help. “So I decided that 
next morning that I was going to have 
an Instagram Live show and anybody who 
wanted to come on, I would just have them on.” 

She carved out an office space in a guest 
bedroom as she ramped up her podcasts to 
daily episodes, in addition to live shows. 

“Every day from 11 to 12, | would interview 
authors live, back when Instagram Live

was the place to be. I got to know a lot of 
people, even though it was only 10-minute 
interviews. I developed’ this whole 
community of people who would look 
forward to that as their one piece of 
structure to the day. Certainly, it was my 
piece of structure to the day!” 

She also started a virtual book club 
during the pandemic and launched an 
online literary magazine, We Found Time, 
that features essays written by the authors 
on her podcast. A book called, Moms Don't 
Have Time To: A Quarantine Anthology was 
released in February 2021. 

How did she do all that while the kids were 
home during the pandemic? “My husband 
was so helpful — it’s insane. And, he’s the 
kids’ stepdad and he cooked all our meals, the 
whole pandemic. He watched the kids while I 
did my Instagram live show and my podcast 
and I could not have done it without him.” 

Her husband was going through an 
especially hard time. He sadly lost his 
mother and grandmother to COVID in late 
summer 2020. 

The couple started a nonprofit, The 
Susan Felice Owens Program for COVID-19 
Vaccine Research at Mount Sinai Health 
System, to honor his mother, along with 
his grandmother, Marie “Nene” Felice. Even 
with vaccines approved, the center is still 
doing research and they’ve come up with a 
single-dose vaccine, administered through 
the nose, that doesn’t need to be kept cold, 
according to Owens. 

“It’s hopefully going to be used still for 
developing countries,” she says. 

Owens’ upcoming memoir, Bookends: A 
Memoir of Love, Loss, and Literature, is about 
her journey to find her voice and rewrite 
her story. Appearances are planned for the 
summer. She will be the featured author 


at Hampton Library’s Fridays at Five in 
Bridgehampton on August 12 and she will be 
under the tent for East Hampton Library’s 
Authors Night on August 13. 

In addition, her first children’s book, 
Princess Charming, a modern take on a 
princess character filled with a lot of girl 
power, was released in April to rave reviews. 

How does she juggle it all? “It is sort of a 
mystery to me as well,” she says. “One is that 
I do things very quickly, I write very quickly. 
I prepare, I guess, quickly. I read really 
quickly. I’ve taught myself also how to speed 
read essentially.” 

There are also weekends that her children 
are with their father. “I do a lot of stuff then.” 

She also just launched a_ publishing 
company with books coming out starting in 
January of 2023. 

“I have a 14-person team who helps 
not just do everything needed for the 
publishing company, but for all the brand 
offshoots I’ve launched and I could not do 
it without all of them. I’m not alone in this 
ecosystem.” 

When there is downtime, it’s family time 
at home that she looks forward to and it 
involves one of her two favorite spots — a 
couch in the living room. 

“It’s super comfy and I basically live on 
that couch. I’m reading, I’m working there 
with my laptop, I’m sitting there while the 
kids watch TV.” she says. “My husband might 
be cooking behind me and the kids might be 
playing in the next room or right there. It’s 
sort of in the center of the action.” 

The other space? “I have to say, I love my 
laundry room. I spend a lot of time in there. 
We have two washers and two dryers, which 
I am very excited about. I’ve even had them 
go out and I’ve figured out how to fix thema 
couple of times myself!”

Beauty 
at Sea: 
Flowers 
Come 


Aboard

ander around 
any marina in 
East Hampton, 
Shelter Island, 
Moniauk., 
Greenport and 
beyond, and 
you're sure to spy a blaze of blooms aboard 
boats docked in harbor. 

If you’re invited on deck, you might catch 
a glimpse of more flowers in the stateroom 
or dining area, or peek into the bedroom for 
yet more fabulous flora. 


Don't Rock the Boat: Keep it Low 

Having flowers aboard boats isn’t a new 
phenomenon, says Peter Clarke, owner 
of Clarke’s Garden and Home, who’s been 
delivering beautiful blossoms to boats 
docked in Mitchell Marina and Safe Harbor 
in Greenport and Port of Egypt in Southold 
for the 13 years he’s owned his Greenport 
business. 

Orchids are always popular, says Clarke, 
who notes that he typically deals with boat 
managers, not the owners of the boats, 
making weekly deliveries for ships when 
they’re in port. 

“A lot of orchids are easy to keep going, 
on board,” he explains. 

Centerpieces for deck dining tables and 
indoor dining room tables are the highlight 
of nautical flower accents, Clarke says. 

Ever mindful of conditions on the water, 
which can be somewhat rocky at times, you 
have to ensure that the arrangements are 
stable. Low profile items — any combination 
of shorter vases, vessels or trays — work best. 

“Some ships have built-in taller vases 
that are part of the setup,” says Clarke. “For

those built-in vases, you can do a typical, 
foyer-style tall arrangement. 

For centerpieces, classic and modern 
arrangements with greens, blues and 
whites are in vogue, as well as a nod toward 
the tropical flair, which includes bird- 
of-paradise blossoms and anything with 
colorful foliage, like anthurium. Also in 
demand: just the bird-of-paradise foliage, 
or monstera, or other tropical leaves. 

“You wantto make sure it’s something that 
withstands the light and conditions,” notes 
Clarke. “There’s usually air conditioning 
anda lot of light, so it can be somewhat dry.” 


No Lilies, Please 

When it comes to boats, “the bigger the 
better,” says Michael Lucci, owner of East 
Hampton Flowers, who delivers mostly to 
the Sag Harbor and East Hampton marinas. 

“One boat we deliver to is actually too big 
even for the harbor,” says Lucci. “They have 
to dock out off-shore and they come in ona 
little dinghy and pick everything up.” 

Avoiding anything that’s potted or 
requires watering, Lucci designates flowers 
for inside the boat or out on deck and 
generally chooses stems that are on the 
shorter side, except for orchids. 

“They get lots of orchids,” he says, 
noting that the most popular are white 
phalaenopsis, also known as “moth orchids.” 
Potted orchids, he notes, are the only potted 
plants he’s ever used for boats. 

Often, the boat owners/managers will 
provide containers pre-season and Lucci 
will find similar ones to keep swapping out 
each week. 

“They have to be very specific with their 
containers. They like white and everything 


classic,” he says. 

One desired look is either one type of 
flower, or one- or two-color schemes of just 
white or white and green. 

fOr whites, Lucel uses orchids, 
hydrangea, roses, peonies, hellebore, and 
hyacinth. For greens, he chooses between 
Israeli or Italian ruscus. 

One of East Hampton Flowers’ perennially 
popular arrangements is “Spring in the 
Hamptons,” which features the Star of 
Bethlehem, white roses, blue thistle, blue 
hyacinth, seeded eucalyptus and mini green 
hydrangea. 

Never use lilies, warns Lucci, because 
they have little pistils that get powdery. “And 
if you get those things on a multi-million 
dollar boat, it’s hard to get out,” he says. 


White, White, White 

Most people on boats go for tropicals that 
are going to last in the sun, says Mary Persan, 
owner of Strawberry Fields Flowers & Gifts 
in Montauk. 

“Then you'll get a lot of them who'll do just 
hydrangeas, all whites, for the inside of the 
boat, that’s air-conditioned.” says Persan, 
who delivers to Montauk Yacht club, Star 
Island Yacht Club, Montauk Lake Club & 
Marina, East Lake Marina and Westlake 
Marina. 

For tropicals, Persan will do either 
birds-of-paradise, ginger, or orchids. For 
the interiors, many people opt for white 
hydrangea and/or white roses, mostly set in 
low vases or containers. 

The blooms usually last a week to ten days. 
After that, it’s time for another delivery of 
fresh flowers to beautify and perfume these 
glorious floating abodes.

Celebrates 10 Years with New Hang Ten IPA

Lt eon Brewing Company celebrates their 10th 
anniversary at the end of this month, including 

a special limited release anniversary beer, Hang Ten 
IPA, hitting stores in July. | 

On June 30, 2012, three friends wie had just 
opened New York’s easternmost brewery loaded their 
first Montauk Brewing Company keg onto a small 
cargo trailer attached to a seat post of a beach cruiser. 
That keg was pedaled to Harvest restaurant just up 
the street and tapped immediately for the local com- 
munity to enjoy. 

For the nexat year, Montauk Brewing Company self- 
distributed to local East End accounts and slowly built 
a buzz around their new brand with a big future. 

A year later, in 2013, Boening Brothers Distributors 
took Montauk Brewing Co. in from the rain, giving the 
new brewery their first home inside a real beer whole- 
saler and immediately got to work alongside the Mon- 
tauk team. From there, the small company continued 
to cement its place in the local, and then national beer

lexicon. 

After an overwhelming amount of requests from the 
NYC market, Montauk added SKI Beer as their next 
partner and launched in fall 2015 with draft only, a 
plan that has served them well. While there was cer- 
tainly magic behind the brand, it was simple things — 
blocking and tackling with pint glasses and coasters, 
and walking around the city with a Montauk Brewing 
Company Wave Chaser IPA tap handle in their back 
pocket that built upon already existing momentum. 

Also in 2015, Montauk Brewing found a home for 
their beer at Citi Field, where the New Yorks Mets play 
baseball. At the time, the company had built the brand 
to include three beers in cans: Session India Pale Ale, 
Driftwood Ale and Summer Ale. 

Brightly colored and nautical themed Montauk six- 
packs started to fly off shelves and loyal fans proudly 
tagged Montauk Brewing on Instagram at a fever- 
ish pace. With hard work, quality beer, a great team 


and passionate fans; Montauk Brewing Company has 
since risen to be one of the top craft breweries in the 
country while also digging deep in their home market. 

Remarkably, by 2019, the company had grown to be 
among the top 100 craft breweries in the U.S. based on 
sales volume, while still only being distributed in the 
NY Metro area. According to the Brewers Association, 
Montauk’s production increased 22 percent in 2018 to 
39,000 barrels, making it the second-largest brewery 
on Long Island at the time behind Blue Point, which 
produced 90,000 barrels. 

Finally, on April 1 of this year, Montauk co-founders 
Eric Moss and Vaughan Cutillo boarded a small boat 
on a Friday afternoon just as the wind and waves 
kicked up on the Hudson River. In keeping with their 
grassroots beginning and entrepreneurial spirit, the 
first keg of Wave Chaser IPA was delivered to their first 
account in New Jersey by way of boat. 

A third wholesale partner, Kohler Distributing was 
waiting on the other side to welcome them to their

first state outside of their home market. The small and 
mighty Montauk team was also there, ready to cele- 
brate the evening and get ready for their most exciting 
ged yet. < 
This year, 2022, marks a decade of fresh beer and 
good vibes for the brewery, which is celebrating with 
special events, a limited “Brew Barn” ‘can release in 
partnership with Surfrider Foundation, commemora- 
tive merchandise and a packed innovation pipeline. 
Montauk Brewing’s team says the company’s “Come 
as you are” motto is all about welcoming new fans to 
the brand while celebrating those who have supported 
them from day one. “Whoever you are, wherever you 
may be from, enjoy a cold Montauk Brew Co. beer or 
hard seltzer and join (our) family who live the no-frills 
good life at the red Brew Barn located steps from the 
surf — right where it belongs,” they explain in their 
10th anniversary announcement. : 
As part of this celebration, Montauk Brewing Com- 
pany will release a small batch of Hang Ten IPA in 160z 
4-pack cans at the brewery that will be available at re- 
tailers throughout Long Island, Manhattan, Brooklyn, 
Queens, The Bronx, Staten Island, Westchester, Rock- 
land and Putnam counties in the beginning of July. 
But if anyone happens to be near Montauk starting 
this Thursday, June 30, Montauk Brewing invites beer 
fans to grab a 4-pack fresh off the canning line from 
their tasting room, located at 62 South Erie Avenue in 
downtown Montauk!

ile Long Island’s North

eries are also gaining traction, 
one being Matchbook Distilling 
Company, where spirits are in 
abundance. The appointment- 
only distillery, which distills gin, 
whiskey and vodka, doesn’t sell 
cocktails but does offer recipes 
for guests to try at home. 
“Sometimes the prudent move 
is to keep it simple,” says Chad 


Arnolt, head of development at 
Matchbook Distilling Company, 
located in Greenport. “Everyone 
loves whiskey and ginger, the 
classic combination, an evergreen 
sipper. For this one I worked in a 


bit of locale with local ginger, lo- 
cal honey and local whiskey made 
out east at Matchbook.” 

Greenport Buck’s ingredients 
include Metamodernity Cherry 
Wood Rye — which has notes 
of almond-cherry sponge cake 
soaked in cognac and is distilled 
at Matchbook Distilling Compa- 
ny — ginger honey, lime juice and 
soda water topper. 

To make the cocktail, combine 
lime, rye and ginger honey (which 
can be made by chopping a few 
knobs of fresh ginger, throwing 
them into a blender, covering 
with honey, blending and strain- 
ing out the pulp) in a cocktail 
shaker with an ice cube and 
shake vigorously until the cube 
dissolves. Then, pour what’s left

into a tall iced glass, and top with 
soda water. 

He describes the cocktail as “a 
spicy ginger buck with a local twist.” 

“Most whiskey bucks are made 
with any variety of ginger soda 
pop. Making your own really 
makes all the difference,” he says. 
“That, along with using young 
ginger, local and fresh. Finally, 
our cherry wood rye is made with 
malted rye smoked with cherry 
wood and finished in a barrel re- 
furbished with local cherry wood, 
for that extra rich tannic pop.”

W: talk to the East End’s king of sourcing, pre- 
paring and cooking seafood. 

If you ask anyone where to get the best fresh fish 
on the East End, odds are they'll tell you, when it 
comes to quality and selection, Citarella is the place 
to go (and don’t miss their Asian chicken salad, rain- 
bow cookies, frangipane cake and sushi while you're 
there). Lifelong Southampton residents can assur- 
edly say grocery shopping markedly improved when 
the food purveyor opened its doors in Southampton 
almost a decade ago. But Gurrera’s Hamptons roots 
run a lot deeper than a decade. : 

In fact, Gurrera’s first store on the East End was a 
12-foot-wide seafood market that opened way back 
in 1983, but it wasn’t until 1999 that he opened his 
first Hamptons Citarella location in Water Mill.

While Citarella offers anything and everything

gies, they are best known for their seafood. A key 
way that Gurrera has achieved this is by putting 
great effort into cultivating relationships with local 
fishermen in order to provide the freshest local sea- 
food selection to his customers. 

He has built relationships with trusted fishermen 
up and down the East Coast and around the world 
giving him access to the freshest catches. “Any res- 
taurant that tells you that they have their own boat 
supplying all their fish is lying because a boat can 
go out and catch nothing,” says Gurrera. “We deal 
with a large amount of boats because this way we 
can pick and choose whatever we need and offer the 
best selection.” 

‘Some of the local fishing vessels Gurrera has had 
long-standing relationships with include Sea Cap- 
ture, Kimberly, Megan Marie, Jason Danielle, Per- 
ception, Night Moves, Illusion and Rianda S. 

But that’s not all. 

In addition to Citarella, Gurrera owns Lockwood & 
Winant, a wholesale company at Fulton Fish Market 
and the hospitality seafood purveyor Meat Without 
Feet, which supplies some of the most prestigious 
restaurants in the world. Of course, Gurrera gives 
Citarella first priority, which is why it’s so impossible 
to beat the gourmet grocery stores’ selection. 


“We deal with fisherman up and down the East- 
ern Seaboard and all over the world,” says Gurrera. 
If you go to Montauk, everyone known Lockwood 
because we have great relationships with the fish- 
ermen. We only deal with fishermen who do ev- 
erything sustainable, obey quotas and all the good 
practices.” 

Gurrera goes on to note that while they source fish 
from all over — salmon from Norway, branzino from 
Greece, tuna from South Africa, swordfish from 
Brazil — the Citarella East End shops are particu- 
larly special because of their proximity to Montauk. 
“The Hamptons has striped bass, calamari, bay scal- 
lops, black seabass, tilefish, fluke, monkfish, oysters, 
clams, even swordfish and tuna in September and 
October when the water is warmest and it’s unique to 
be in a position to be able to get it so quickly.” 

So what does Gurrera love to eat in the summer? 
Not surprisingly, a lot of fish. “I’m a fish guy. I eat 
fish five to six times a week.

Author and journalist Adam Piore’s 
most recent book was released in 
April chronicling the lives and busi- 
ness deals of real estate developers 
who have shaped the landscape of 
NYC spanning over the last 50 years. 
Piore fine tunes every detail while de- 
scribing the moguls and their deals as 
each chapter plays out like-a movie. 
Readers feel like they are right in the 
room with these real estate titans as 
Piore chronicles their lives and inter- 
twines it with the history of The Big 
Apple. 

“I’ve been coming to New York City 
since I was a little kid,” says Piore. 
“My grandparents lived here, my par- 
ents grew up in NYC, and it’s changed 
a lot. I lived there in the ’90s and 
again in the early 2000s, and I saw it 
transform, and so I was curious, how 
did it go from a place where landlords 
are voluntarily burning down their 
buildings because there was so little, 
to a place where people are buying 
penthouses for $200 million? So, I 
wanted to understand the history of 
NYC, and what had changed, and how 
it changed and why.” 

Piore is a published author and life- 
long journalist who has written for 
numerous publications throughout 
his career, from Popular Mechanics 
to Business Week and Readers Digest, 
to Conde Nast Traveler, and many 
others, including The Real Deal, a real 
estate magazine based in NY. It was 
during his time writing for The Real 
Deal that he often wrote long-form 
profiles of prominent people in the 
real estate industry. 

According to Piore, The Real Deal 
first approached him about writing a 
book after he had published his first 
book, The Body Builders: Inside the 
Science of the Engineered Human. 
Piore and the team at The Real Deal 
brainstormed on several potential 


ideas for the book, but Piore felt most 
interested in the idea of writing a book 
about some of the most prominent fig- 
ures in real estate, detailing some of 
their most influential deals, their per- 
sonal lives and motivations, and how 
these developers have transformed 


and changed New York City over the 
course of different real estate cycles. 
In many cases, while developing the 
idea for the direction of the book, he 
was already well familiar with many 
of these figures and had written about 
or spoken to them before, so for the 


book, in order to get as detailed as 
possible, he spoke to them again, 
along with colleagues and associates, 
anyone that could make key deals and 
negotiations mentioned in the book 
seem as close to the reader as possible. 

“It’s very easy to understand the 
stakes in the real estate industry,” 
says Piore. “Some of these characters, 
I already knew their stories, like Steve 
Ross, he owned the Miami Dolphins, 
so obviously, he was tremendously 
successful. So what was it about his 


personality and his approach? Ken ~ 


Swig grew up pretty wealthy, and 
then his credit cards were frozen, and 
he was just put through the wringer. 
People in the real estate industry of- 
ten go bust and then come back, so I 
just wanted to know how you could get 
through a crisis like that.” 

While detailing these characters 
and their lives, he gives insight into 
how some of the city’s most famous 
buildings came about, and the drastic 
changes that shaped NYC over time, 


. from Columbus Circle, Millionaire’s 


Row and later, Hudson Yards and The 
Highline, just to name a few. 

Several of the characters mentioned 
might be recognizable for East Hamp- 
ton residents, like Joe Rose, respon- 
sible for major projects like the rede- 
velopment of Columbus Circle, who 
is on the zoning commission in East 
Hampton, as well as other characters 
who have a presence on the East End 
like Steve Ross, Ken Swig and Harry 


_. Macklowe, most known for introduc- 


ing modern designs, like the Metro- 
politan Tower. 

Ultimately, The New Kings of New 
York isn’t just a book about real estate, 
and Piore emphasizes it’s all about the 
characters and taking his readers on 


‘their journey. 


“Good writing is in the detail,” says 
Piore. “You draw people in through 
the’senses, so they forget what they’re 
reading, and that’s how you make it 
come to life for people. I tried to find

that would make them seem human 
and make people care about them. I 
tried to explain through the charac- 
ters where we had come from so we 
can look at where we want to go.”

funny thing happened to me along 
he way in my journey as a sports 
broadcaster and journalist. I started 
focusing my media coverage on the 
sport of golf a few decades ago, and 
the sport has consumed my life — both 
professionally and personally.

One of the oldest communities on 
the East End first settled possibly as 
early as 1707 by colonists from New 
England, Sag Harbor was already a 
thriving village before the American 
Revolution and was declared the offi- 
cial port of entry to the United States 
during the second session of Con- 
gress in 1789. Now an international 
destination for the rich, famous, and 
notable, the property we have come 
to know as The American Hotel has 
been an integral part of it all along 
the way. 

The James Howell Inn originally 
stood on the site of The American 
Hotel and British officers were billet- 
ed there during the American Revo- 
lution. In May 1777, a daring raid by 


220 colonists, led by Colonel Return 
Jonathan Meigs, sailed across the 
Long Island Sound from Connecti- 
cut in 13 whaling boats and liberated 
the village from the British. They 
burned 12 British ships and took 90 
prisoners without losing a man. 

It is believed the original wooden 
structure inn burned down and was 
rebuilt as a brick edifice in 1824 by 
local cabinetmaker Nathan Tinker 
for his residence. With the boom- 
ing whaling trade that emerged in 
the early-i9th century, Sag Harbor 
was not only bustling with captains, 
sailors, and tradespeople, the village 
was named as the first U.S. Custom 
Port in New York. Tinker expanded 
his structure and added rooms 
above and behind, creating a board- 
ing house. But by the mid-1800s the 
whaling industry was in fast decline 


and the property fell into disrepair 
and was vacated. : 

Purchased from Tinker’s heirs in 
1876 by Captain William Freeman 

“and Bridgehampton farmer Addison 
Youngs, they cleaned up the property 
and added a porch, bar, and dining 
room. They called their business 
either The American House or The 
American Hotel, the name that stuck 
and has remained for almost 150 
years. 

Although the whaling industry 
was long gone, the village remained 
a busy commerce port and the LIRR 
added a line to Sag Harbor in 1870 
which brought visitors and summer 
residents, and the light manufactur- 
ing that replaced whaling made the 
village a destination for many travel- 
ing sales and businesspeople. 

The three-story American Hotel in 


the center of town with 25 rooms, a 
bar, and restaurant flourished. . 
Growing with new residents as 
well, Sag Harbor was bustling right 
though WWI. In fact, the village was 
used as a staging point for locally 
manufactured Bliss torpedo test- 
ing (with Thomas Edison observ- 
ing) that occurred in the harbor a 
half mile north of town. Although 
Grumman throttle parts for WWII 
spitfires were manufactured in Sag 


Harbor, the village had begun a slow ~ 


decline after WWI. By the late 1960s 
the decline was palpable as most of 
the factories were closing with a loss 
of almost 1,500 jobs and the village 


‘population had dipped significantly 


to under 2,000 residents. As went 
the village, so too The American Ho- 
tel. The building was neglected and 
there had not been a room booked, 
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EAST END LIVING : 


a drink poured, or a meal served in 
decades ... enter East End local Ted 
Conklin in 1972! 

For transparency’s sake, I will 
preface the rest of the article with 
the admission that this journalist ac- 
tually worked at The American Hotel 
in 1994-95. I started as second bar- 
tender to the legendary pourer man 
extraordinaire Vinnie Rom and then 
became the general manager, a dis- 
tinction for which I still take great 
pride. Due to a family tragedy, I left 
the hospitality trade. gees 

So, scraping together every dime 
he had, Conklin purchased the prop- 
_ erty and with the Pilgrim work ethic 
that runs through his veins from his 


English family immigration heritage . 


that dates back to 1631, he proceed- 
ed to renovate the bar and dining 
area working night and day for six 
months. From wallpaper to floor- 
boards, plumbing to painting, décor 
to staffing, Conklin essentially took 
- what could be described as a Main 


Street eyesore and transformed it . 


into what would eventually become 
one of the most venerable and leg- 
endary hospitality venues in the 
Hamptons, if not the world. 

Conklin definitely had a vision of 
Sag Harbor not shared by all at the 
time — in the early 1970s it was not 
considered a toney Hamptons desti- 
nation like East Hampton or South- 
ampton. In truth, it was very blue- 
collar, middle-class with a sprinkling 
of artists, mostly writers, including 
the likes of John Steinbeck, Lanford 
Wilson, and others looking for a low- 
key and celebrity light, albeit beauti- 
ful, destination to create. I remem- 
ber it well, as my Lake Ronkonkoma 
high school girlfriend’s non-wealthy 
parents had a summer bungalow in 
Sag Harbor during that time. 

With a Conklin bloodline that 
traces itself back to the American 
Revolution, it seems appropriate 
that opening day was the 4th of 
July, 1972. The menu was distinctly 
French, as was the service criteria 
for his staff. Along with fresh white 
linen tablecloth changes at every 
turnover, fresh flowers were placed 
daily at every table and the flatwear 
and silver were stunning and always 
perfectly set. With the dock within 
a block for the freshest seafood, the 
abundance of East End farm-fresh 
produce and only the best selection 
of proteins, the restaurant’s cuisine 
garnered accolades across the board 
from the beginning, and it still does 
50 years later. 

In 2003, with Conklin’s enthusias- 
tic support, The American Hotel was 
ground-zero for the East End’s first 
chapter of Slow Cook USA. 


After the opening, renovating the 
hotel itself was next for Conklin and 
the 20-plus boarding house rooms 
were turned into eight understated, 
individually distinct, beautifully an- 
tiqued, luxury amenity appointed, 
television-free suites. Yes, television 
free, and they still are to this day. 


There is a television in the bar/din-. 


ing area and one in the lobby guest 
lounge. The channel selection proto-

col is anyone’s guess, but it’s always 
civilized. 

Perhaps a college semester in Paris 
instilled a Francophile passion in 
Conklin, hence the American’s cui- 
sine frangaise. If so, it also instilled a 
passion for wine as no profile of The 
American Hotel is complete without 
a focus on its extensive wine inven- 
tory. With a wine book as thick as a 
James Joyce novel, the list has a re- 
ported 2,500 selections and a wine 
cellar housing 25,000 bottles from 
every major wine producing nation 
in the world, including an extensive 
selection of our own Long Island 
wines. Conklin was an early support- 


er and activist for our local growths. 
Yes, there are plenty of selections 
priced in the multi-thousand-dollar 
range, but there is a bounty of deli- 
cious and affordable choices for ev- 
ery taste and budget. The American 
Hotel holds the rare distinction of 
being one of only three restaurants 
in the world to receive Wine Specta- 
tor’s Grand Award every year since 
the prize’s inception in 1981.

As previously noted, as went the 
village, so too The American Hotel. 
Well, the village rose up the ladder 
of Hampton destinations, due in no 
small part to the realization of Ted 
Conklin’s vision for the American. 
The rich and famous from theater 
and film stars to major leaders in 
politics and industry battled for ho- 
tel and dinner reservations or just a 
seat at the bar. Along the way, many 
bought and called Sag Harbor home 
as either year-rounders or for their 
summer getaway. 

During my tenure as general man- 
ager, I encountered many celebrities 
at The American Hotel. One of my 


favorite stories to share is the night 
regular Billy Joel was dining alone 
on a winter Sunday aprés his 1994 
breakup with Christie Brinkley. He 
rose from his table in the bar dining 
area and asked me to bring his after 
dinner grappa and espresso into the 
empty front dining room that had the 
piano stage. It was close to the end of 
the evening, so I grabbed a single malt 
for myself. Tray in hand, I entered the 


room to see Joel tinkering at the pia- 
no. I placed his after dinner treats on 
the table next to the piano and, per- 


chaps seeing my drink, he said, “Join 


me, Doug.” I sat and expecting to hear 
one of his hits, to my surprise he be- 
gan playing what I believe was a Cho- 
pin piano concerto. As unbelievable 
as this moment was for me, halfway 
through the piece he turned to me and 
said, “Doug, if I had my way, I would 
have preferred to make a living play- 
ing music like this.”

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Secrets to Estate Planning 


for Summer Houses 


BY CLAUDE SOLNIK 


Ihe East End has more than its 
share of summer houses, from 
mansions to smaller houses on the 
waterfront or away from the beach. 
They often become places where 
families gather through generations. 
Parents may own the summer house, 
but it is a building filled with memo- 
ries and reunions that help reunite 
families who may live far apart. Even 
when parents pass away, the summer 
house can provide a place to continue 
to gather, holding the family together. 
While stocks, bonds and primary 
residences go up for sale, how to han- 
dle a summer house from estate and 
income taxes and even whether to 
sell can be complex. That can turn a 
summer house into a kind of winter of 
discontent, or an asset that provides 
economic or emotional strength de- 
pending on how it’s handled. 

“It may have a long history of good 
memories and a multi-generational 
connection,” says Mary O’Reilly, co- 
chair of the trusts and estates prac- 
tice at Meltzer, Lippe Goldstein & 
Breitstone. “Given the prices of hous- 
ing on the East End, it’s likely to be a 
very valuable asset in an estate. It’s 
important to plan for it.” - 

While the main house may go up 
for sale, what to do with a summer 
house can be a key, if sometimes ne- 
glected, part of estate planning. 

“Clients don’t want to see it sold. 
Some of their kids might want to see 
it sold. They live far away and won't 
use it,” O’Reilly says. “This is an asset 
that brings the family together, but if 
not planned for correctly, it can cause 
a lot of fighting.” 

Lack of planning, from taxes to de- 
cisions regarding what to do with a 
summer house, can lead to financial 
problems, particularly with estate 
taxes typically due nine months after 
death. 

“Tt may put a liquidity drain on 
the estate by having a valuable asset 
where you have to come up with li- 
quidity for taxes,” O’Reilly continues. 
“It may force you to sell quickly in a 
fire sale, taking an offer you wouldn't 
if you weren’t under the gun. You 
might want to hold for a few years 
and do better.” 


The sooner the planning starts, the 
better, O’Reilly says. She adds that, 
typically, it’s best for parents to be 
involved and initiate planning. 

“The parents are the glue in the 
family. While they’re alive, that’s 
their role,” O’Reilly says of many cas- 
es. “They make rules and keep things 
together. There’s less friction if the 
directive comes from Mom and Dad.” 

Tax planning also can be crucial for 
particularly pricey summer houses 
with New York State’s estate tax ex- 
emption currently set at $6.11 million 
and the federal estate tax exemption 
at $12.6 million, but decreasing to $5 
million as of January 1, 2026. 

“You have to think about planning 
for taxes,” O’Reilly says. “There are 
different estate planning techniques.” 

Summer homes can be put into dif- 
ferent types of trusts such as a quali- 
fied personal residence trust (QPRT) 
to remove them from the taxable es- 


tate or, or they could end up hit by a. 
roughly 50% estate tax including fed- 


eral and state levies. 

“If the home has significantly ap- 
preciated, you also have to think of 
the income tax planning,” O’Reilly 
says. “Just gifting the house can save 
state taxes, but it may not be the best 
assets to gift if it has built-in gain. 
The client’s entire estate needs to be 
considered.” 

Still, the sentimental and personal 
aspects can be as complex, or more 
complex, than the economics. 

“What I think is more important 
and difficult than planning for the 
taxes is dealing with the emotional 
aspect and what will be fair among 
the children to minimize disputes.” 
O’Reilly says. “If there is a child who 
uses the house, their share of the es- 
tate can be satisfied with the house 
and you can give another child other 
assets for their share.” 

Or it can be kept in the family 
and divided in terms of use among 
children. 

“There was a rotating schedule. 
Each family would get the house for 
a two-week period,” O’Reilly says of 
one $10 million Southampton sum- 
mer house. “The kids never ended up 
following that schedule, but it was 
nice to have.” 

Sometimes families give a first

. right of refusal to the children to 


give them the opportunity to buy the 
house if they want it. If there is more 
than one child who may want this, it 
can be decided by picking a name out 
of a hat, flipping a coin or drawing 
straws. “If they don’t want it, it goes 
to the next,” O’Reilly says. 

Summer houses bring expenses 
as well as enjoyment, ranging from 
taxation to maintenance and upkeep. 
That means planning has to include 
how to cover costs, as well as manage 
the asset. 

“All the children can participate in 
the house,” O’Reilly says. “There’s a 
schedule or understanding and an 


allocation of how expenses are paid.” 
. Families also can allocate money 
from the estate to maintain the house 


~ so the estate picks up all the costs. 


_ “You can set aside a fund to cover 
that, set aside other assets to cover 


that,” O’Reilly continues. “The fami-. 


lies who use it could be responsible 
for pitching in.” 

Families also can opt to rent the 
house, possibly for a month, to help 
carry the costs. 

“It ended up turning into aaiees 
they started to rent it more and 
more,” O’Reilly says of one fam- 
ily. “Now it’s a source of income > for 
them.”

Fencing also makes it harder 
for local wildlife to gain access to a 
property, which can decrease residents’ 
risk for tick-borne diseases like Lyme 
disease. 


Outdoor televisions can be expensive, 
but the cost of such devices will depend 
on what homeowners are looking for. 
Homeowners who plan to spend ample 
time outdoors watching games, mov- 
ies and their favorite shows may feel 
a high-end outdoor television, which 
can cost anywhere from $10,000 to 
$20,000, is well worth the investment. 
But those working with smaller bud- 
gets can find a quality 4K outdoor TV 
for around $2,000. That's still a steep 
price tag, but the electronics experts at 
P.C. Richard & Son note that outdoor 
TVs are designed with safety features 
that indoor televisions don’t have. For 
example, outdoor TVs can self-regu- 
late temperature and moisture levels, 
greatly reducing the risk of electrical 
issues.
